The Constitution may 
be amended whenever a persistent majority of 
the people want it amended. 
Within a generation a peaceful revolution in 
methods of government has been practically ac- 
complished. A persistent majority in favor of 
the direct election of Senators has amended the 
Constitution. A persistent majority in favor of 
income taxation has amended the Constitution. 
A persistent majority in favor of direct legisla- 
tion has gained its end. A persistent majority 
in favor of inheritance taxes, or even against in- 
heritance laws, could effect any desired change. 
The trouble with our revolutionists is that 
they do not realize the power the American peo- 
ple possess. They are denouncing conditions that 
exist elsewhere. They are not willing to wait 
for a majority. They want to accomplish their 
purposes without resorting to the methods of 
discussion, agitation and co-operative political 
action which are the methods of free peoples 
controlling their own government.

Only light, high-grade, perishable freight 
goes by rail, excepting only coal hauled to 
one or two steel centers not yet reached by 
canals. It is the average on this narrowly 
restricted rail freight in Germany which Mr. 
Van Antwerp compares with the American ton 
mile average of 7.29 mills, covering all 
classes of freight from granite blocks and 
baled hay to fruits, silks and honey. The 
average of German inland rail and water 
freight rates is far lower than the Ameri- 
can rate of mills per ton mile. 

In france: Government owns a much 
smaller percentage of the railway mileage, 
but controls-all, as it does the inland water- 
ways, on which are ‘more than 15,000 freight 
boats, mostly privately owned, with average 
cargo capacity exceeding 300 tons. 

In France, as in Germany, the transporta- 
tion systems, of rail and water co-ordinated 
to get most and best service at least cost, 
are managed primarily to serve the nation’s 
industry and promote its commerce, and not, 
as in England and America, primurily to cre- 
ate profits for the private owners. 

It is still an open question’ in. the minds of 
many thoughtful men which of these ideals, these 
contrasting systems, is best for the United States. 
But surely our railroads have nothing firally to 
gain by misrepresenting the facts. It will be 
better for them to “come clean” with the peonle, 
because the people are no longer dependent upon 
books written to the order of the American rail- 
roads for the truth about European railroads. 
Indeed, the peddling of that kind of bunkuwm im- 
peaches the business intelligence of the men who 
do it and of the men who pay for it.

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CORRECTING AN INJUSTICE. 


Oklahoma’s law permitting railroads in that 
State to deny sleeping, dining and chair car serv- 
ice to negroes is unconstitutional. The United 
States Supreme Court has so ruled. 

The court does not order the roads to carry 
negroes and whites in the same cars; it re- 
quires only that equal service shall be givefi to 
all passengers, regardless of race. 

All Southern railroads run day coaches for the 
exclusive use of negroes; white passengers are 
forbidden to ride therein. No Southern railroad 
has provided sleeping, dining or chair cars for 
negroes. Nor are negroes, except female servants 
accompanying their employers to care for chil- 
dren, permitted to ride in the Pullman coaches 
provided for white travelers. 

If the ruling of the highest court shall be en- 
foerced—and it should be—the roads will have to 
divide their cars for negroes.into compartments, 
as do the Buropean railways, in order to provide 
the negroes service equal to that for whites, at 
the same price. , 

This will lay some extra expense on the roads. 
But it will be money well spent. When negroes 
learn they can buy Pullman car accommodations, 
many of them will do so, and the receipts from 
this source will very likely cover the extra cost. 

Neither under private nor under public owh- 
ership of the railways will the Congress or the 
Supreme Court require of the South that free in- 
termingling of races, in the same coaches, which 
neither race desires. But it is as well realized 
by liberal Southerners as by any other Americans 
that whatever tends to foster self-respect, and 
hence to encourage industry, thrift and cleanli- 
ness among the negroes, will greatly benefit all 
elements of the population.

America’s Military Unreadiness 


NEED FOR PREPARATION. 

Washington Post: The builders of this na- 
tion, the men who staked their lives, their fortunes 
and their sacred honor in the war of independence, 
and the later generation which saved the Union, 
were not misguided as to the necessity of prepara- 
tion for defense against foreign aggression. The 
Goddess of Liberty, standing upon the dome of the 
Capitol, is an armed figure. The liberty of the 
American’ citizen is not a hazy abstraction, but a 
vital fact, a priceiess treasure to be guarded by 
“eternal vigilance.” 

If the United States would remain free, im- 
mune from aggression and able to enforce re- 
syect for its rights and the rights of its citizens, 
it must be able to fight. 

Americans everywhere hope the present ad- 
ministration will be found responsive to the gen- 
eral demand for improvement in the national de- 
fense. No ships can be too good, no guns can be 
too big, no forts can be too formidable, no army 
can be too efficiently’armed and drilled to guard 
the integrity of the United States and enforce its 
rights. The people expect the national Govern- 
ment to provide these defenses on a most thor- 
ough and modern scale. 


GUNS AND GUNNERS. 

Washington Times: The necessity of a large 
and efficient field artillery is proving out unan- 
swerable in the European war. The artillery arm 
of the United States army at present musters about 
5500 officers and men organized into 36 batteries. 
The artillery force in the National Guard is not 
much larger. 

Military scientists have decreed that, because 
‘the difficulty of equipping and training artillery- 
men and cavalrymen in times of war is so great, 
those two arms of the service should be kept at 
au inflated strength in time of peace. In war 
the proportion should stand: Infantry, eight- 
tenths; cavalry, one-tenth, and _ artillery, one- 
tenth. In accordance with the foregoing rule the 
United States cavalry now makes up five-six- 
teenths of the whole regular army. The field ar- 
tillery, however, is only one-sixteenth. 

The War Department says that to face a first- 
class power in battle the American army should 
number 450,000 men. That force would include a 
regular army of 100,000, a National Guard force 
o? about 150,000, and a volunteer force of 200,000. 
Therefore, to raise the field artillery would mean 
the equipping and training of about 35,000 men. 
Even the present National Guard artillerymen 
would need several months of training. 


NO TIME TO STIR UP TROUBLE. 
Indianapolis News: The President will be 
justified in “laying the cold hand of death’’—as 
fiepresentative Gardner puts it—on Gardner’s pro- 
posal to investigate the “preparedness” of the 
United States. The Massachusetts Representative 
ig the author of a resolution to inquire into the 
military condition of the country. Mr. Wilson 
wrote to Gardner asking him to refrain from tak- 
ing further action until a conference could be held. 
The President said in his letter: “You may be 
sure that I do not have an attitude of indifference 
to the great subject which you broach.” Mr. Gard- 
ner, after making one attempt to see the Prest- 
dent, expres himself gloomily. But public opin- 


‘ion ig with the President. The present is no time 


to stir up trouble. The public is not indifferent to 
the nation’s “‘preparedness,” nor is it indifferent 
to the strict attitude of neutrality which it must 
maintain. We are in no danger from attack, and 
shall not be for some time to come. There will 
be time later on to pursue the proposed investiga- 
tion—when the world is more at peace. Mr. Gard- 
nér’s nervous apprehension is not shared by the 
majority.

Philadelphia Ledger: Events laden with the 
broadest financial significance have been crowded 
within the Jast week. Yesterday the Philadelphia 
Stock Exchange threw its doors wide open, fol- 
lowing a resumption, of bond operations on the 
New York Exchange and a complete resumption 
of all stock market operations in Chicago.

Councilman Hines to Offer 
Resolution When Parkway 
Bill Is Passed Upon. 


WOULD LEARN THE COST 


He Wants Engineers to Figure 
on Tunnel From Grand Av- 
enue to City Limits. 


The Board of Public Service will be 
asked to take definite steps toward the 
creation of a city-owned subway for 
street cars, part of it to be depressed 
tracks in the center of the proposed 
traffic parkway, in a resolution to be 
offered by Councilman John Hines when 
the parkway bill is acted upon by the 
Council. 

“T read what the Post-Dispatch pub- 
lished in outlining a subway from Grand 
avenue to Fourth street, which is said 
to be the plan of the Kiel administra- 
tion,” said Hines to a reporter. ‘‘It 
seems to me that the time to plan a 
subway system has arrived, and our 
engineering experts should be asked to 
get busy on the problem, so that we 
may know at an early date what it 
will cost, where it should extend, and 
many other important details.”’ 

Hines said he would offer his resolu- 
tion at the meeting at which the Coun- 
cil will enact the parkway bill. The 
resolution will ask not only for esti- 
mates and suggestions regarding a sub- 
way loop downtown and depressed 
tracks along the parkway, but will ask 
also for estimates and plans on a tun- 
nel or depression extending to the west- 
ern city limits. 

Would Make It Time-Saver. 
Richard McCulloch, general manager 
of the United Railways Co., in an inter- 
view published yesterday by the Post- 
Dispatch, said it would not be worth 
while to construct a rapid transit sub- 
way ending at Grand avenue, because 
street cars could only reduce the run- 
ning time from the limits to the: busi- 
‘ness district about eight minutes. 
Commenting on McCulloch's _ state- 
ment, Councilman Hines said he would 
ask the Service Board to recommend a 
subway route of sufficient length to 
enable a great saving in time by the 
public. McCulloch said he had never 
employed engineers to plan a subway 
system for the United Railways, but 
would gladly co-operate with city of- 
ficials in an investigation of the sub- 
ject. 

Hines said the idea of utilizing the 
traffic parkway for rapid transit street 
car service appealed to him. He said 
the planning of a subway connected 
with the parkway should be carried on 
while the condemnation commissioners 
are at work on the parkway, in order 
that the subway scheme would be de- 
cided upon by the time the city is 
ready to take over the 21 city blocks on 
which it will raze buildings. For this 
reason he will offer a resolution when 
the parkway bill is passed by the 
Council. 

‘Tentatively Approved by Mayor. 
Mayor Kiel and President Kinsey say 
they have no subway plan under con- 
sideration at the present time, but it 
‘was learned from those who know the 
administration’s plans, that the park- 
way depression and downtown loop 
have been tentatively approved by May- 
or Kiel as part of the legislative pro- 
gram before he retires from office, 
nearly two years from now. 

The City Plan Commission, according 
to Walter B. Stevens, secretary, has 
not studied ‘the subway problem 
through its former traffice expert, Max- 
ime Reber. Reber reported to the com- 
mission several months ago that he 
considered the traffic subway in St. 
Louis to be a remote undertaking, and 
therefore did not analyze its possibil- 
ities while he was employed as traffic 
expert.

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I" The Quail Season 


_ BY CLARK M'ADAMS 


HB quail season in Missouri opened on last 
Tuesday and continues for 31 days. This 
gives us 11 months in which to pick the 

shot out of ourselves and consider whether we can 
afford to keep our dogs. There is such a thing 
as being a quail hunter and not having a dog, 
but in such a case what one generally brings home 
is rabbits. Properly to hunt quail one must have 
@ dog and must keep it through 11 months of the 
year reasonably immune from deteriorating influ- 
ences. That is, it must not be poisoned. The av- 
erage St. Louis sportsman for this reason keeps 
his dog in the country. There is more tolerance 
for dogs in the country, and poison is not sold in 
SO many places. At any rate, one brings his dog 
in the first of December, and goes quail shooting. 
This is with us a sport which is about what grouse 
shooting is in England. The only difference is 
that instead of being propagated on large game 
preserves by the rich, as the game is in England, 
quail are raised by the farmer and are shot at by 
the farmer’s boy until the chance of hitting one is 
rendered slim enough to invite friends out from 
town. There is some difference of opinion among 
farmers and hunters with respect to the ownership 
of quail. Farmers contend that inasmuch as they 
raise them on their places and protect them from 
@ great many’perils, they ought to have them to 
shoot. The hunter doesn’t quite see that. He is 
disposed to believe that they are fair game which 
merely takes refuge on the farmer’s place because 
he is usually not a very good shot, and the dis- 
agreement arising from these opposing views may 
be said to be the spice of quail shooting. It is 
at any rate its chief excitement. It is not beyond 
credence that some farmers only keep quail on 
their places for the exercise they get chasing 
hunters off. 
WAS in Jefferson City two years ago when 
the present quail law was framed. There were 
at that time two camps in the State capital— 
one for stopping the shooting of quail altogether 
for a term of years, and another for shooting them 
as they had been shot in formers years. There 
was more excitement over this division on a sub- 
ject of which most people heard nothing, than 
there was over anything in the administration 
platform. Senator Wilson, a traditional foe of 
quail shooting in Missouri, succeeded in getting 
through the upper branch of the Legislature a 
bill prohibiting quail shooting for three years. 
That sentiment chiefly came from north of the 
Missouri River. The quail have disappeared very 
rapidly there. The wire fence, which leaves no 
corners of weeds and grass, has been the last great 
enemy to take the field against them. There is in 
a clean farming country almost no cover for quail. 
Exposed as they are, they not only fall into the 
clutches of bunters and hawks, but what is even 
more destructive, they lack that warmth of wood 
and weed which would protect them from the 
bitter cold. Quail freeze very readily in open 
country. Kansas, a great quail State, lost so 
many of her quail in the severe winter of 1911-12 
that she has now a closed term of several years in 
order to give the birds a chance to recover. The 
cold winds of winter are the arch enemy of quail 
fn all the prairie states, as they are in the more 
open parts of Missouri. In Southern Missouri 
the need for protection {is not so great, and it was

If they could only have had water in Mis- 
souril this fall they would have owed to the Fed- 
eral law against spring shooting one of the best 
duck seasons in many years. The Government 
supplied the ducks. They went down the Missis- 
sippi Valley in clouds.

The 
trouble as a whole was that the Government did 
not supply water where there was none, nor did 
the ducks bring any with them. The small bag 
limit on quafl in Missouri is a life saver for the 
quail. That is, of course, if the farmer’s son 
doesn't get to hitting them. Once that happens, 
and there will be an end to Bob White. It is

$10,000 VERDICT IN CASE

Judgment Given to Westing- 
house Company in Long 

Drawn-Out Infringement Suit. 

A judgment directing the Wagner 
Electric Manufacturing Co. of St. 
Louis to pay $10,000 to the Westing- 
house Electric Manufacturing Co. of 
Schenectady, N. Y., for alleged in- 
fringement of a patent transformer 
was handed down by United States 
District Judge Dyer yesterday. This case 
has been in litigation for 10 years, 
having gone on appeaf to both the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals and the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

H. H. Denison, master in chancery, 
recommended a judgment in favor of 
the Westinghouse company for $132,- 
433.35, but Judge Dyer reduced the 
amount to $10,000. The case was first 
tried before Judge Adams, who found 
that the patent had been infringed. 
He held that the Westinghouse com- 
pany was entitled to a judgment 
equivalent to the profits made on the 
sale of the transformer. The Wag- 
ner company had sold $308,128.7

Clinic, Free to Sick Poor of 


City, Has Facilities to Treat 
450,000 Annually. 


One of the dreams of the founders of 
the new medical schoo! of Washington 
University, at Euclid avenue and 
Wabash tracks, will be realized Dec. 14, 


when the splendidly equipped dispensary 
with facilities for the treatment of 150,- 
000 patients a year will be opened to the 
public. Through this dispensary skilled 
and efficient medica! treatment will bo 
afforded practically free to the sick poor 
of St. Louis and viemity. 

The clinies of the Washington Univer- 
sity Hospital, on Jefferson avenue, the 
O’Fallon dispensary, at 1806 Locust 
street, and the St. Louis Children’s Hos- 
pital, on Jefferson avenue, will be closed 
Dec. 12, and the patients formerly treat- 
ed at these clinics will be sent to the 
new dispensary, whicn occupies the two 
first floors: of one of the university's 
group of buildings, on Buclid avenue. 

During the past year there were treat- 
ed at the three clinics which are to be 
closed 20,010 new cases and 84,009 old 
cases, The crowded conditions which 
hampered the work of the physicians 
and exposed patients to unnecessary an- 
noyances will not exist in the new dis- 
pensary, which has been arranged to 
furnish every facility for the comfort 
of the patient and for the most carefiil 
examination and treatment. 


A Social-Service Department. 

One of the most important features 
of the new dispensary will be the so- 
clal-service department, whose func- 
tions will be to. investigate the home 
conditions which produce disease, and to 
devise plans for correcting them. Phy- 
sicians have found that without proper 
home conditions it has been almost im- 
possible to get proper results from med- 
ical treatment. The skill of the phy- 
sicilan was lost under conditions which 
made the recovery of the patient almost 
an impossibility. 

The activities of the social-service de- 
partment will be expanded, and the med- 
ical institution will thus be brought into 
the closest possible contact with the 
people. The physicians who haye had 
charge of the clinical work of the uni- 
versity have found that in many in- 
stances pure milk, fresh air and rest 
were absolutely necessary in the treat- 
ment of pulmonary tuberculosis, and 
that where these could not be provided 
the skill of the physician was of no 
value. 

The function of the social-service de- 
partment will be to see that all pa- 
tients: have the very best home condi- 
tions possible. In recent years there 
has been a rapid development of the 
special-service idea, physicians having 
learned that the social worker per- 
forms a task necessarily essential for 
obtaining the best results from medical 
treatment. 

Five social workers will be employed 
at full time at the dispensary, and many 
volunteers will be continuously occu- 
pied. The dispensary has been equipped 
with a laboratory from which pure 
milk will be distributed at cost to the 
children of the pediatric clinic. Moth- 
ers will also be instructed in the best 
methods of preparing the milk for feed- 
ing their children, and for preserving 
its purity. 

In the Midst of Hospital District. 

A staff of skilled physicians will be 
appointed by Washington University to 
conduct the dispensary. Some of these 
physicians will devote their full time to 
the work of the university, and physi- 
cians from the city will devote a part 
of their time to sthool and institutional 
work. 

The dispensary is situated in the 
midst of the new hospital district of 
St. Louis. The Barnes ‘and Children’s 
Hospitals are in the same group with 
the university buildings, and St. John’: 
Hospital is on a block of ground imme- 
diately north. 

The dispensary is connected by undet- 


ground tunnels with the Barnes Hos-. 


pital, the St. Louis Children’s Hospital 
and the Washington University Medical 
School. There is also a corridor con- 
necting the dispensary with the Barnes 
.Hospital. The building is 74 feet wide 
and 227 feet long, and the main halls 
14% feet wide, running the entire length 
of the bullding, will be used for wait- 
ing rooms, The general arrangement 
of each clinical unit permits the patient 
to enter by one door and leave at an- 
other. 

The departments of medicine, surgery, 
orthopedic surgery, genito-urinary sur- 
gery, pediatrics, neurology and derma- 
tology will hold their clinics from 10 to 
12 each day, and the departments of 
diseases of women, eye, ear, nose and 
throat, from 2 to 4p. m. It is prob- 
able that clinics will be arranged for 
men so that they may receive treatment 
before or after working hours. 

The dispensary will also make expert 
examinations of patients for the phy- 
sicians of St. Louis. One of the most 
difficult phases of medical practice is 
finding out just what is the matter 
with thé sick, The patients who are 
sent by physicians to the dipensary wil] 
be thoroughly examined by the starr 
of experts, and a correct diagnosis wil! 
be made. 

To Serve Entire Community. 

Admission to the clinic will be super- 
vised by an admitting officer or dif- 
ferentiator who will refer the cases 
suitable for acceptance to the special 
departments, or advise them, if they 
are able to pay a private physician, to 
return to their own physician. In case 
they have no family physician, and are 
able to pay a doctor, they will be re- 
ferred to the physicians or surgeons of 
the staff. It is the purpose of the dis- 
pensary to serve the community, and 
it Is proposed at a nominal charge for 
registration to treat all whod are un- 
able to provide for satisfactory pro- 
fessional services from a private phy- 
siclan. Where the patient is able to 
pay, a nominal charge will be made for 
special examinations, such as that with 
the X-ray, or for special treatments 
such*as in the hydrotherapeutic or me- 
chanotherapeutis departments. On the 
other hand, if the patient is found by 
the imvestigator ef the Social-Service 


Aington University 
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Department to be unable to pay, and is 
in néed of such treatment, they will 
receive free treatment and the charge 
for registration will be waived. 

In the X-ray department the work 
will not be confined to the study of 
fractures and diseases of the bones. 
Many conditions are treated more suc- 
cessfully by the use of massive doses 
of the ray than.by any other means. In 
the study of the diseases of the stom- 
ach, intestines, heart and lungs, the 
X-ray may afford information which its 
possible by no other means of exam- 
ination, All these facilities are made 
available for the patients of the Wash- 
Dispensary. 

Finest Apparatus on Hand. 
In the department of mechano-ther- 


apy is the most approved apparatus

for the mechanical manipulation of they which will afford ample waiting space 


joints and correction of medical and 
surgical conditions which may be 
trected to better advantage by this 
mechanical means than by massage. 
Patients in need of treatment by baths 
of any type, or by the application of 
heat such as electric or hot water cab- 
inete will find every facility in the de- 
partment of hydrotherapy. 

These three departments of X-ray, 
mechano-therapy and hypdrotherapy, 
are located in the Barnes Hospital, but 
will be administered by Washington 
University, 

The desks of the admitting officers 
are near the entrance, and near to 
these are the two rooms for isolation 
of suspected cases of coritagion. To the 


for the patients on this floor, is the 
record room, tke room for dispensing 
prescriptions, and the Social Service 
room. The record room provides for a 
history system quite as complete in 
its cross reference riles as is to be 
found in the most exacting hospital. 
Records will be taken from this room to 
the different departments by messen- 
ger, and not handled by the patients, 
thus preventing loss.or destruction of 
the record, as well as a too intense 
interest in the history and findings of 
the case. 
Private Examination Rooms. 

On the southern side of the building 
are iocated the rooms for the depart- 
ments of pediatrics and medicine. On

women, Individual examining rooms or 
booths are provided, so that there will 
be no embarrassing exposure of the pa- 
tient.

MAN ONGE USED 
AS POLICE DECOY 
TRANGELY SHOT 


Sam Mintz, Convicted ‘‘Fence,”’ 
Wounded Four Times at 
Rear of His Home. 


CONDITION IS _ SERIOUS 


Tells Police Money Was De- 
manded, but They Work on 
Gang Feud Theory. 


Sam Mintz, 47 years old, of 215 
Gamble street, who frequently has been 
prosecuted on charges of conducting a 
“fence” for box car and stake wagon 
thieves, and who was once saved from 
conviction by testimony of former Chief 
of Detectives Smith that he employed 
Mintz as a “‘stool pigeon,” was mysteri- 


ously shot four times last night at the 
back door of his home. At the city 
hospital it was said that he had little 
chance to recover. 

Says Man Demanded Money. 

Mintz told the police that at 11:35 
o’clock, being alone in his flat on the 
sedond floor, he heard a noise at the 
back door as if some one were fumbling 
with the lock. He tiptoed to the door 
and suddenly flung it open. On the 
threshold stood two men. The foremost, 
get a revolver in his hand, demand- 

money, Mintz said. 

He refused and grappled with the 
armed man. They rolled down a long 
flight of steps to a porch on the first 
floor, and as they fell the revolver was 
fired four times. One bullet struck 
Mintz in the abdomen, another in thse 
right arm, the third in the left wrist 
and the last in the left thigh. His as- 
sallants then ran away. 

Mintz declared he did not recognize 
either of them, and that he believed 
their purpose was burglary. The police 
worked on the theory that the shoot- 
ing might have been the result of a 
feud in a gang of wagon thieves with 
whom they reckoned Mints to be ac- 
quainted. 

Shot in House, Police Say. 
That Mintz’s story of the attack was 
incorrect in important details was con- 
cluded by Sergt. Phillips of the Dayton 
Street Station, who made an investiga- 
tion. The shooting, Phillips said, oc- 
curred in Mintz’s kitchen, where he was 
found lying, and where there were four 
bullet holes in the wall. The room was 
filled with powder smoke. 

That robbery was not the motive, 
Phillips reasoned, was indicated from 
the fact that Mintz’s trousers, which 
were near by and which contained $85.10, 
were not disturbed. Mintz had been in 
bed, as the rumpled blankets showed, 
but only 15 minutes before the attack he 
had gone to a grocery on the corner 
and bought 25 cents’ worth of coffee. 

Under Two Indictments. 

Mintz at present is under indictment 
for complicity of the theft of 91 au- 
tomobile tires, the case being set for 
Tuesday in the Criminal Court. He is 
also under indictment at Springfield, 
Ill., for an alleged robbery of a box- 
car in East St. Louis. 

The police records show that Mintz 
has been arrested almost 8 times on 
charges of ‘theft and of conducting a 
clearing house for stolen goods, and in 
1904 he began serving a three-year term 
in thé penitentiary. In 1908 he was con- 
victed of robbing a freight car in Lux- 
emburg and sentenced to seven years in 
prison. He obtained a new trial on ap- 
peal and the case was dismissed last 
April at Clayton because the State, 
after a search of three years, was un- 
able to find the witness to whose testi- 
mony the first conviction was due.

CHICAGO, Dec. 5.—Miss Jessie E. 
Cope, accuser of Col. Charles Alexander, 
& Providence (R. I.) millionaire, under 
the Mann act, was arrested here today, 
charged with attempting to bribe Gov- 
ernment officials in Chicago to aid her 
to blackmail Alexander out of $50,000. 
Alexander, 65 years old and married, 
was arrested at Providence yesterday. 

The public had its first view of the 
woman when she was arraigned before 
United States Commissioner Mason, who 
held her on the bribery charge and also 
as a witness against Alexander.

Many Relics Also Missing Since 
American Evacuation, News- 
paper Asserts. 


VERA CRUZ, Mexico, Dec. 6.—‘‘Our 
authorities are proceeding scrupulously 
in making investigations as to. the 
whereabouts of many historic relics 
which have disappeared from the Public 
Library on the North American evacua- 
tion,” s&ys today’s Orinion,* a daily 
newspaper. “The spacious hall of the 
popular library was found in such a 
state of disorder that it was necessary 
to make new inventories of all the 
works, basing these on previous lists 
made by the Mexican authorities, 

“As this work proceeds it has been 
noticed that many books of intrinsic 
value have disappeared. Also highly 
prized historical relics of great value 
have vanished. Among others, the keys 
to the city, made of silver and weighing 
§00 grams, and two flags taken from 
the invaders of 1847, and some paintings. 
Our readers already know that from 
the walls of the main salon of the City 
Council chamber were taken two etch- 


ings which represented scenes of the. 


1847 invasion, there being unmistakable 
signs that these etchings were cut from 
their frames, the culprits not wishing 
to carry off the heavy frames. Indeed, 
all of the 1847 documents have gone."’ 

A report is also current that many 
old archives were ransacked and that 
some American officers who make stamp 
collections were seen with these old 
documents and stamps.

LINE IN POLAND: 
FRENCH GAIN IN 
ALSACE-LORRAINI 


Determined to Keep Russians 


Out of Their Country, 
Kaiser’s Soldiers in East-

French Making Desperate 


Efforts to Sever Commu- 
nications of Enemy Which 
Is Holding St. Mihiel. 


French Government Soon to 
Be Re-Established in Paris 


—King George Returns.to

LONDON, Dec, 5.—Although fighting 


has been taking place both on the east- 
ern and western fronts, there have 
been no materia] changes in the posi- 
tions of the belligerents during the last 
% hours. It would seem as though on 
both fronts the vast armies have been 
engaged largely in haseiox preparations 
for new battles. 

Here and there heavy cannonades or 


infantry attacks have occurred, all of 
which, however, were more in the na- 


ture of feelers to try to learn the én- 
emy’s strength than a serious design in 
the way of an advance. 

In Poland the Germans, whose daring 
stroke to penetrate the Russian center 
apparently has ended in failure, are 
forming a new line extending roughly 
from Kutno, in the north, to Cracow in 
the south. The right, or southern wing 
of this army, which rests on Cracow, 
is commanded by Gen. Dankl. . 

New Army in Position. 

He is supported on the north by the 
army -under Gen. Hetzendorf, which is 
based on Czenstochowa, while the new 
army, which was sent from the west 
fills the gap between this force and 
Gen. Mackenzen’s army, Which after 
extricating itself from the Russian 
meshes, is now in a new position ex- 
tending from Kutno southward. The 
eighth East Prussian army presumably 
has taken up the northern papt of the 


line. 


new battle is about to be fought, for 
the Germans are determined, at all 
costs, to keep the Russians out of 
their territory. Late reports of the pre- 
vious battle around Lodz described that 
engagement as the most sanguinary of 
the war. 
Interest Shifts to Alsace. 

On the western front interest tends 
to shift from Flanders to Lorraine and 
upper Alsace. There has been little 
fighting in that part of Belgium still 
held by the allies. The French have 
taken some old German trenches, which 
has given rise.to the belief that the 
Germans have decided to fall back to 
new positions. 

Operations of more serious import are 
taking place on the border of Alsace- 
Lorraine. In upper Alsace the French 
apparently have made considerable 
progress and they also are making des- 
perate efforts to sever the communica 
tions of the German force which has 
been holding St. Mihlel, on the Meuse, 
for many weeks.

Servian Cabinet Resigns, Premier 
Picks New Ministry. 

ROME, via London, Dec. 5.—A tele- 
gram from Nish, Servia, to the Ste- 
fani .News Agency, announces that 
the Servian Cabinet, headed by Nik- 
ola Pachitch, resigned today, and that 
Premier Pachitch is forming a new 
ministry. 


Italian Chamber Votes Confidence in 
Government. 

ROME, Dec. 5.—The Italian Chamber 
today passed a vote of confidence in the 
Government, 413 to 49. 

Admiral Betollo, ex-Minister of Ma- 
rine, presented the resolution calling for 
a vote of confidence in the Cabinet. The 
Admiral said he approved of the reasons 
for neutrality as given by Premier Sal- 
andra. 

Italy’s neutrality was not due to un- 
satisfactory military conditions in this 
country, Admiral Betollo said, but to 
the fact that Italy was not obliged 
to’ follow the central empires of Europe. 
The former Minister added: 

“Our neutrality must be _ strongly 
armed to enable us to defend the su- 
preme interests of the country if they 
are threatened or unrecognized. Our 
neutrality should be an expression of 
LItaly’s diplomatic and military power.” 

The majority of those who spoke in 
the Chamber, especially the extreme 
left, tried to construe according to their 
own views the statement by Premier 
Salandra at the opening of Parliament 
on Thursday. The Premier at that time 
advised that Italy maintain an attitude 
of armed and watchful neutrality. Some 
of the speakers today urged the Gov- 
ernment to make more explicit declara- 
tions, while others attacked the Cab- 
inet because, they said, notwithstanding 
her heavy military expenses, Italy was 
obliged to remain neutral owing to her 
military unpreparedness. 

Premier Salandra replied to the speak- 
ers expressing regret at the unmeasured 
language of some of them tn judging 
the conflict In which the Powers are 
engaged. While recognizing the merits 
of all civilized peoples, and their con- 
tributions to the progress of the world, 
he said that in Parliament one senti- 
ment is common to all, and that is love 
of Italy. The whole Chamber arose and 
applauded the Premier, crying ‘Viva 
Italia.” 


British “Eye-Wrttness” Tells of De- 
struction of Ypres. 
LONDON, Dec. 5.—The official ‘‘eye- 
witness with the British army head- 
quarters on the Continent, in a narartive 
dated Dec. 2, says that the” destruc- 
tion of the Belgian town of Ypres by 
the Germans suggests that it was “really 
the outcome of disappointment and exas- 
peration at its resistance and at the 
failure of the much-advertised plans for 

its capture.” 

The writer points out that up to the 
end of October the Germang had con- 
tented themselves with bombarding 
points where the British headquarters 
was believed to be situated and other 
places, such* as the railway station, 
where destruction would be of military 
value. 

The shelling of the town itself began 
in earnest only on thé night of Nov. 5, 
after which date it was maintained in- 
termittently. That the town escaped so 
long apparently was due to the fact 
that up till Nov. 5 the Germans had 
counted on capturing gt. Later the at- 
tacks were simply m the nature of for- 
lorn hopes, the narrator says, which 
called for all the assistance that could 
be obtained by artillery co-operation, 
even at the risk of the destruction of a 
historic place which might become Ger- 
man. 

The last attack in force was delivered 
on Nov. 17. Four days later the Ger- 
mans Commenced to pour a stream of 
shell into the central market place, and 
whereas the Cloth Hall and the ca- 
thedral both had escaped material dam- 
age till then, these two historic buildings 
were blazing before the day closed. In 
order to accémplish this, it is stated, 
the Germans brought up a train armed 
with heavy guns. After the Cloth Hall 
and the cathedral were destroyed, the 
eyewitness says, the fire of the Ger- 
mans no longer was directed on them. 
The writer states on good authority 
that the Germans renamed Ostend 
“Kales,"’ which, he says, was done with 
the object of deceiving German soldiers 
into the belief that Calais and Paris 
were in German hands. A few minor

BELGIAN RULER 
MET IN FLANDERS 


Kings Greet Each Other in 
Muddy Road Before Few 


Soldiers and Villagers. 
(Copyright, 1914, by Press Pub. Co.) 

LONDON, Oct. 5.—The correspondent 
of the London Daily Mail in Dunkirx, 
France, sends the following account of 
the meeting of King George and King 
Albert on the roadside in Flanders: 

“The King of the Belgians, as host, 
was first at the rendezvous. He was 
dressed in his usual quiet uniform of 
dark blue. As he alighted from his mo- 
tor and walked toward some old cot- 
tages he waited and exchanged kind- 
ly words with the Belgian soldiers who 
came out of a neighboring inn to touch 
their hats to their monarch. 

“Noon was struck from. the old clock 
tower close by and a few moments later 
motor cyclists flying the Union Jack 
were seen buzzing along the road. Be- 
hind them were three limousine cars, al] 
flying Union Jacks, and behind them 
a second motorcyclist. Cars and cyclists 
stopped, and from the first motor came 
King George. The Prince of Wales was 
with him. 

King George wore a khakf uniform 
with a scarlet staff band around his 
hat. He looked fit and well. The two 
Kings moved forward with outstretched 
hands to greet each other. They were 
in a muddy road with only a few offi- 
cers, soldiers and simple villagers look- 
ing on. ' 

“Upon a canal barge on the water 
alongside the road @ woman was hang- 
ing out her washing. All she saw was 
two men shaking hands, but there was 
a quiet earnestness about the greeting. 
The handshake was long and firm, ac- 
companying the slightest smiles, like 
those of men who meet on serious oc- 
casions. 

“Their first talk was not long. After 
returning the salute of a soldier, who 
had come up close to look on, they 
entered King Albert’s motor car and 
passed on over the frontier into a lit- 
tle remnant of Belgium which still re 
mains out of the enemy's clutches.

Artist Who Left City and Bills 
Last Spring Brings Sarcastic 


Manuscript Along. 

Sadakichi Hartmann, impressionistic 
German-Japanese art critic, versifier 
and dilettante, whe forseok St. Louis 
last spring and left behind a ‘‘mere 
bagatelle” of unpaid obligations, has 
returned and last night he carried out 
his long-promised threat to take fitting 
revenge. 


Sadakichi quit the town when certain 
social leaders, who he alleged had 
lionized him, failed to advance 
enough money to enable him to live “as 
tefit an esthete carrying out a mission 
of lifting the Miésissippi Valley to 4 
higher, a loftier, and a more artistic 
atmosphere,”’ 

But Sadakichi brought back a volum- 
inous manuscript entitled “Why Sada- 
kichi Hartmann Left St. Louis, or the 
St. Louis Art Situation.” 


On his former visit he lived at the 
Buckingham Hotel and spent his eve- 
nings in solo dancing before a wealthy 
society set, in gay and festive hours at 
the Artista’ Guild, and in taxicabbing 
about the city to exclusive functions at 
which, as he admits, he was the lion. 

Last night a Post-Dispatch reporter 
found him seated in the rear of the 
Central Trades and Labor Hall, 222 
Olive street, listening to Emma Gold- 
man’s anarchistic lecture. This time 
he took a street car to his lodgings at 
4209 Morgan street, where ore room and 
an alcove do double service as studio 
and boudoir. 

“Dirty,” He Says of City. 

“Dirty, dirty, dirty,” he said, speak- 
ing of St. Louis. “One, like Pontius 
Pilate, must continually wash his hands 
here.”’ 

In ‘the introduction of his manuscript. 
the artist paid his respects to Charles 
R. Meston of 56 Kingsbury place, vicg- 
president of the Emerson Electric Man- 
ufacturing Co., who was the “angel” 


and also footed many of the bills ac- 
quired by Sadakichi. 

Referring to his failure to make the 
studio art class go, he says: “I had 
Just gotten acclimated and, when 1! 
thought the moment had come for the 
real music to start, the sponsor gener- 
pusly put a stop to the playing of 
‘madrigals and flutes."” — 

To those who criticised his eccentric 
personality, he replied in the words of 
the Pharisee, “Thank God, that I am 
not as they are." Defending himself 
from the charge that he spoke the 
truth on affairs both social] and artistic, 
he rejoins, “among cannibais a mis-

luck.” Ags for the city itself, it is, in 
his own words, “the city of the dead 
fleurs de lis.’’ 


Artist” Guild Hit. 

But it is upon the Artists’ Guild that 
Sadakichi vents most of his wrath. Al- 
though “gates ajar’’ welcomed him there 
earlier in the year, although he was 
lionized there and “strutted his brief 
hour’ within its exclusive environs, yet 
even as 4& father chides his child for 
the latter’s own good, so does Sadakichi 
apply the tongue lash of withering crit- 
icism, 

“'Tis merely a debating club, with 
always the samé men eating and drink- 
ing,’’ says Badakichi. “Year in, year 
out, they chirp and twitter. loiter, buzz 
and gabble about momentous nothings. 
The members therein keep it exclusive. 
with no intent but to spin themselves 
by endless strings of talk into a cocoon 
of their own.” 

If the facts were generally known 
about the Artists’ Guild it would be 
the laughing stock of the community, 
he says. But the members, by keeping 


the public, thus frustrating the laugh. 


The Artistic Set, 

“St. Louis artists lead a dog and cat 
existence,” the manuscript says, “and 
the air is stagnation itself—more op- 
pressive than any atmosphere that Poe 
could paint in words.” 

Sadakichi bemoans there are no true 
Bohemians here, and attributes it to the 
university comnections of “so many art 
practitioners,” 

In turn and at quite some length 
Sadakichi pithily describes the leaders 
in St. Louis’ artistic set, sparing nane 
from his sarcasm. He brings to a close 
the manuscript with a personal allusion 
to’ his former benefactor, Meston, and 
these words, “Good-night, St. Louis, in 
pace requiescat!’’

DEFENSE; SHY ON MEN” 


Gen. Weaver Says Nation Needs 
10,000 More Soldiers in 


Her Forts. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 5—Ten thou- 
sand more men and 6564 more officers 
for the coast artillery were declared 
necessary by Brigadier-General BH. M. 
Weaver, chief of that service, who ap- 
peared today before the House Military 
Affairs Committee, considering the army 
appropriation bill. “I think we havo 
the best coast defense material in the 
world,” said Gen. Weaver, “but I think 
it is not efficient, simply because of the 
lack of efficient men te manage the de- 
_ fenses.” 
| Questioned by Chairman Hay, Gen. 
| Weaver said the guns now on the coast 
| defenses were of a pattern designed in 

1890. He asserted, however, that the 
'guperior range-finding facilities of the 
coast defense service, its heavier pro- 
jectiles, and a longer range, which 
might be gotten by altering the present 
carriage, Would put the defense on equal 
terms with any attacking fleet. He de- 
clared that the supply of ammunition 
on hand for the coast defense guns was, 
in his opinion “reasonably prudent.”

WASHINGTON, Dec 5.-—A_ great 
gterm is raging about the head of Sec 
retary Houston for the way his experts 
heave handled the foot and mouth dis- 
edss epidemic that started two months 
ago. Thousands of protests against 
Wholesale quarantines are coming in 
from Illinois, Iowa, Ohio, Kentucky, 
Indiana and other states where the in- 
fection was discovered. Stock men al- 
lege that they are losing money because 
of the widespread quarantines, covering 
counties that are not in the infected 
sone. Hogs and cattle that should have 
been marketed weeks ago are still eat- 
ing -oent corn. 

Senators Burton of Ohio and Kenyon 
of Iowa have been requested by con- 
gtituents to arrange to investigate the 
Department of Agriculture. 

#enator Burton was at the department 
wday to lodge a vigorous protest 
against the quarantine in Ohio. Sen- 
ator Kenyon will make a similar pro- 
test on Monday. 

The department lacks funds to meet 
the great emergency of the foot and 
mouth outbreak. It has already cost 
$900,000 in incidental expenses and stock 
valued at nearty $2,250,000 has been 
slaughtered by the Federal Govern- 
ment.

Confidence Games. 
MORE TRUE BILLS LIKELY 


Partial Report Based on Alleged 
Confessions in Clairvoyant 
Swindles Netting Thousands. 


By Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 5.—State’s Attorney 
Hoyne’s crusade against alleged police 
corruption reached a climax here today 
with the indictment of John J. Halpin, 
a Captain of Police and until recently 
head of the Detective Bureau; Lieut. 
John H. Tobin, a veteran of the Police 
Department, and Walter O’Brien, a 
former detective with the rank of Ser- 
geant. Bribery and operating confi- 
dence games are the charges in the in- 
dictments. 

Indictments on Alleged Confessions. 

The inidctments were based largely on 
alleged confessions by ‘“Barney’”’ 
Bertsche and the Ryan brothers, Frank 
and James. The Ryans for years con- 
ducted a string of clairvoyant parlors, 
out of which it alleged they fleeced 
many victims of tens of thousands of 
dollars. The indicted men are charged 
with protecting them in return for 
money considerations, ranging from $200 
to $400 a week. 

Bertsche is said by Hoyne to have 
confessed that he was the go-between 
who paid the Ryan money to Halpin. 
He was one of five men wounded in a 
pistol fight with Detectives Egan and 
Monaghan in the theater district a 
month ago, and alleges that the police, 
fearing that he was about to divulge 
what he knew, were trying to remove 
him. 

Names by which the accused police- 
men were known amohg the clairvoy- 
ants, as given out by Hoyne, follows: 
Capt. John J. Halpin, “Big 3.” 
Lieut. John H. Tobin, “Sub 3.” 
Detective Sergt. Walter O’Brien, ‘‘Car- 
ofine.”’ 

“When O’Brien would telephone to 
Frank Ryan,” said Mr. Hoyne, ‘he 
would say: ‘Is this you, Liz (Ryan was 
known as ‘Liz’)?” “Yes.” 

“Well this is Caroline.’ Others had 
similar names.” 

More Red Book Secrets. 
Hoyne today made public more 
of the secrets of Frank Ryan's 
two red morocco-bound books in which 
the record of the clairvoyant: trust 
were kept. The common method of di- 
vision of the spoils, according to the 
book, was 45 per cent for the swindler 
acting in the case, 40 per cent for the 
police, 10 per cent for the owner of the 
place and 5 per cent for the “fixer.”’ 
Revenues are recorded as “receipts’’ 
and “payouts.” The following figures 
were given for part of 1912:

Callahan Pays White. 


According to information given out 
yesterday, the receipts totaled $2885. Cal. 
lahan’s share amounted to $1442, and out 
of this he paid White $1200. So that 
Callahan boxed as mee and at - 
eight-round bout as he may eve 
jo aad for $242, plus $50 allowed him for 
training expense. 

Before na srent into the ring Callahan 
knew the attendance was light, and 
knew he was about to box a lightweight 
rated as second to none. He might 
have backed out of t then, especially 
when White. refused to remove an Uun- 
reasonable amount of taping from his 
hands, but Callahan stuck to his bar- 
gain. He might even have entered the 
ring and sprinted, clinched and stalled 
his way through the bout, but, instead. 
he gave the best that was in him and 
battled every inch of the way in an 
effort to win. To say that Callahap 
deserves credit, is putting it mildly. 

Another thing: It may not have oc- 
curred to many that White was unable 
to accomplish with Callahan what he 
had done to Willie Ritchie and Freddie 
Welsh, both of whom were heavier men 
than Callahan and, presumably, bet- 
ter as they were acknowledged cham- 
pions when he met them. He knocked 
Ritchie down several times and put 
Welsh down for the count in the tenth.

Following the usual experience of 
the trade, the first fine days of next 
spring will remind these prospects 
by the thousands that they want 
their cars—and dealers will be ex- 
pected to run the cars up to the 
front doors of purchasers the day 
they are asked for. 

Many will get their cars promptly, 
others will be disappointed. Few rea- 
lize the enormous business involved 
in preparation to meet the spring 
demand. The cars have to be ready at 
the dealers’ points of delivery. 

Distributors and dealers all over 
the country are even now placing 
their orders for shipments from car- 
loads to trainloads on a monthly 
schedule, right through the winter.

ON ROAD PROPAGANDA 


A movement to spread the gospel of 
§00d roads through the Southwest has 
been launched by the Peerless Motor 
Car Co. of St. Louis, through its rep- 
resentative, 8. M. Williams. 

The campaign is laid out along lines 
Showing the social and economic re- 
Sults of good roads in rural] communi- 
ties, and it is to be carried into Mis- 
sourl, Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas, Ari- 
zona, Colorado and New Mexico. 

Williams worked out elaborate plans 
from material which he has himself 
fathered and data furnished him by 
the National Highways Association and 
automobile clubs and deaiers throughout 
this country. In connection with this 
work he is also propogating the move- 
ment of ‘‘See America first, via automo- 
bile,”” and has a very interesting col- 
lection of pictures. 

From a great mass of facts and fig- 
ures he has prepared a stereopticon lec- 
ture which he will deliver. Among the 
slides shown are a number showing 
roads before and after being improved, 
and they are not Mmited to any one 
section, but embrace conditions from 
coast to coast. 

In his lecture he dwells on the in- 
creased values of farm lands, due to 
road improvements, and shows that 
s00d roads mean increased business, 
bad roads huge losses, good roads in- 
creased profits to farmers, because they 
are able at all seasons to take ad- 
vantage of the best markef prices, not 
being hampered by impassible roads. 


In one picture he shows: where two 
counties join, one having improyed 
roads, the other none, and cites an in- 
stance where cotton advanced $1 per 
bale. One farmer living on good road 
hauled four bales and made a profit, 
and the farmer on the bad road only 
hauled one bale and lost the increase 
in price. In another he shows that good 
roads mean education and refinement, 
and better schools, while bad roads 
stand for illiteracy.

Learned When 15 Are In- 
dicted by Grand Jury. 


“A NETWORK OF AGENTS” 


but Suggests More and 
Sudden Raids. 


Methods by which ‘12 er 15 principal 
bookmakers’ conduct betting on horse 
races “throughout the city to @ ———T 
ing extent” were disclosed yeste ay in 
a report of the October fori p bon 
which returned 27 indictments against 
15 men, on charges of bookmaking, 
feloniously becoming custodians of bets 
and occupying rooms for the purpose 


of making wagers. 

That the bookmakers possess @ CéRh- 
tral bureau of information, with long- 
distance telephone wires and telephone 
connections with the main gambling 
places, was asserted by attaches of the 
Circuit Attorney's office. This. bureau, 
they said, is in a cottage in St. Louls 
County, just across the city boundary, 
in the vicinity of Delmar Garden. Its 
manager was declared to be Albert 3. 
Morelock, who its jointly named in 21 
indictments with 10 other men. 

It was alleged by detectives who 
worked on the cases that Morelock, by 
means of telephone wires to Terre 
Haute and Indianapolis, obtained in- 
formation as to the various races be- 
ing run, the horses entered and the 
odds upon them, and that he relayed 
these facts by telephone to hia various 
associates in St. Louis. 

The grand jury, in its report, 
the bookmakers maintain places where 
persons may go and lay wagers on 
horse races. Bets may also be made 
by telephone, and the bookmakers have 
‘a network of agents’ all over the 
city commissioned to accept bets on 
their behalf. 

Indicted Several Times. 

Morelock, on the charge of feloniously 
becoming custodian of a bet, was 
jointly indicted twice with Conrad P. 
Heib, twice with William Kiely, twice 
with ‘‘Chick” Heib, once with Harry 
Brocksmith, once each with Fhomas 
Kearney, Joseph P. Parks, Frank Cum- 
mings and James Cummings, and twice 
with Charles R. Woods. Morelock was 
jointly accused with Joseph J. Foster 
in six indictments charging bookmak- 
ing; and on the same charge was in- 
dicted once each with Kearney and 
Brocksmith: 

Louis Rosenthal and Andrew Pensa 
were charged with illegally taking 
charge of wagers; a second indictment 
against Kearney charged bookmaking, 
and another indictment against Rosen- 
thal accused him of occupying quarters 
for the purpose of making bets. 

All of these men, except Morelock, 
were named in indictments voted by 
the June grand jury charging that they 
opetated handbooks. They were rein- 
dicted so as, in most cases, to tnclude 
Morelock’s name, and in others to make 
the charge more specific. 

In addition, the grand fury returned 
new indictments against Henry (‘‘Kid’’) 
Becker, John Lang and Fred Ha!'l, all 
of whom are charged technically with 
becoming custodians of wagers. Becker 
is declared by Circuit Attorney Harvey 
to be the head and front ef the hand- 
book evil in St, Leuls, the headquar- 
ters of which, according to Harvey, 
was unearthed in a raid upon Becker’s 
place Friday afternoon on the fourth 
floor of an old and unused building at 
211 Chestnut street. 


Hard to Get Evidence.

“We would suggest, however,” the 
report continues, ‘“‘and recommend as 
a most efficient method of erughing 
out this evil, that frequent and sudden 
raids be made by the police upen the 
rooms where it is known or reason- 
ably believed that a gambling business 
is being conducted.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 5.—Seven 
of the 18 members and employes of the 
Indiana Legislature of 1913 indicted last 
night by the Marion County grand jury 
were released on their own recognizance 
when they appeared in Crimina] Court 
today. ; 

The indictments charge the officials 
signed warrants to pay for employes in 
excess of the amounts fixed by law and 
for more employes than provided for in 
the statutes. - 

The actual amount involved in the 4 
indictments against the 13 men is about 
$1500. The charge in each case is that 
the persons indicted drew warrants for 
sums ranging from $6 to $75 for em- 
ployes in excess of the number allowed 
by law. 

Graft is not charged in the indict- 
ments. It is a case of the officials of 
the Legislature giving out more job; 
than is permitted by the statutes. The 
same thing has been done for years, it 
is said, by Republicans and. Democrats 
alike. The defense probably will be 
made that the act of 18% limiting the 
number of employes of the Legislature 
is unconstitutional.

MEXICO PROGRAM 


New oenrement Planned -for 
Early Date; Northern Leader 
Promises Peace. °

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 5.—‘‘We_ shall 
establish peace in Mexioo” was the tense 
declaration of Gen. Villa this afternoon 
tc* the Post-Dispatch correspondent here. 


“That will be the first and most im- 
portant thing. I shall accomplish it by 
methods that will prove our good faith 
and be satisfactory to the.people.”’ 

Either tonight or on Sunday Provis- 
ional President Gutierrez will be in- 
stalled with his Cabinet in place of the 
temporary government set up by Villa 
and Zapata a few days ago. 

According to plans now agreed upon, 
Gutierrez will give way as soon as prac- 
tical, to a new provisional Government, 
headed by Dr. Manuel Silva, formerly 
Maderist Governor of the State -of 
Michoacan. 

It is known to be the desire of Silva 
that Gen. Villa shall be his War Min- 
ister, but it is a question whether Villa 
will accept. His personal preference is 
to remain a soldier in the field. 

Villa’s triumphal entry into the cap- 

ital probably will take-place tomorrow. 
His camp at Tacuba was visited today 
by thousands of sightseers. Villa could 
be seen through the windows of his pri- 
vate car, clad in a khaki uniform, partly 
covered by a big brown sweater. 
It is apparent that Villa absolutely 
dominates the formation of the new 
Government. . Even Gutierrez pields to 
him unquestioningly.

The coming week will be marked 
by the issuance of two important 
Government reports on cotton. On 
Dec. 8, the Census Bureau will issue 
a report showing the number of 
bales ginned to Dec, 1. and on Dec. 
19 the Department of Agriculture 
will issue the estimate of the total 
growth of the cotton crop of 1914. 

The ginning report will be inter- 
esting chiefly because from it may 
be gathered some idea of what the 


estimate or the crop will be..As the 
last ginning r Fpport showed the great- 
est amount of cotton ever ginned in 
one season up to that date, it is not 
unreasonable to expect that the next 
report will not cut down that gain, 
although it ig generally believed that 
peti | has been accomplished with 
more than ysual rapidity this season. 
It is natural to mp re this crop 
with the grop of 1911, because, as we 
progress into the season, more and 
more are people becoming convinced 
that there will be no very great dif- 
ference in quantity between the two

From Coliseum to McKinley 
Bridge and Back. 


AN ADVERTISING STUNT 


Skill Shown by Negro Contest- 
ants in Avoiding Wagons 
and Pedestrians. 


; 


Several hundred St. Louisans did a lot 
of sidestepping yesterday. They did it 
because they were on the streets and 
had to get out of the way of two stand- 


ard 33-inch car wheels, one of which 
weighed 565 pounds and the other 655 
pounds. 

Each .was being rolled by a negro. 
This unusual spectacle was St. Louid 
first ‘‘car-wheel Marathon,’’ and before 
it was over the two negroes had rolled 
the big wheels over 88 city blocks, from 
the Coliseum to the west end of the 
McKinley Bridge, and then back to 
the Coliseum, on wet pavements. . 

They did net get a cent for their ef- 
fort, but if. a negré pageant, being held 
this week in the Coliseum, proves finan- 
clally successful, they hope to be re- 
warded. Their stunt was an advertise- 
ment for the pageant. 

The wheelmen were J. C. Bratton of 
2030 Lawton avenue, who weighs 220 
pounds, and Isaiah Nelson of 2025 Clark 
avenue, weighing 175 pounds. They cov- 
ered the 88 blocks in 2h, l4m., including 
four stops, one for 15 minutes at the 
bridge and the other three for 3-minute 
rests. Bratton won, finishing © feet, 
about four seconds, ahead. 

Both contestants are employed rolling 
wheels at the American Car foundry 
in Granite City. At their daily toil they 
cover seven or eight miles a day pilot- 
ing wheels around the factory. Both 
wore knickerbockers and sweater coats, 
giving them a grotesque appearance, 
which added to the gaiety along the 
route. To protect their hands, which 
were in constant contact with the roll- 
ing wheels, they wore buckskin gloves. 


‘The race started at 10:20 a. m. 


Ministers Weigh Wheels. 

J. L. Laxton and O. 8S. Brighton from 
the street department were on hand to 
see that the heavy wheels did not in- 
jure the pavement, Two negro pastors, 
the Rev. B. G. Shaw and the Rev. W. 
S. Brooks of St. Paul’s M. B. Church, 
weighed the wheels on scales. Sev- 
eral other men who had announced 
their willingness to enter the contest 
backed out, 

Bratton and Nelson straightened up 
the two wheels as if they were chil- 
dren’s hoops, and gave them a twirl 
on the flange to see if they balanced 
well. Then they started off. 

The heavy wheels were sent along 
at such a rapid rate that it was diffi- 
cult for the gallery, following the con- 
testants, to keep up with them. At 
times the wheels wobbled dangerously 
but the rollers thrust a leather gloved 
hand against them or stuck out one 
foot to correct the balance, apparently 
without thought that the foot would 
be crushed if the wheel fell. 

They kept the wheels going upon the 
flange at a slight angle. Sometimes 
the wheels would be between their 
knees, but when a down grade was 
reached the flying wheels often were 
10 feet ahead of the men and going 
at a rate which could only be followed 
by lively running. 

Drivers in wagons and autos hastily 
gave the rollers the right of way and 
then paused to inquire from the crowd 
what it was all about. 

The route of the rollers was west on 
Locust from the Coliseum to Beaumont, 
to Morgan, to Fourteenth, to Gay. to 
“Twelfth, and then north to McKin- 
ley bridge, returning over the same 
route. Just after reaching Morgan 
street the first pronounced down grade 
was encountered. In a moment the ga 
lery was left behind, The rollers, run- 
ning at full speed, were from five to 
10 feet. behind their heavy hoops, but 
if a wagon or an auto approached they 
sprinted and shot the wheels past as 
gently as if toying with a barrel hoop. 

Wagon Missed by Foot. 

Great skill was shown by the rollers 
at a point where Twelfth street runs 
into Branch, where they were obliged 
to give the wheels an S movement 
upon a sharp down grade. One loaded 
coal wagon came east on Branch just 
at the corner. The driver was com- 


pletely puzzléd by the fiying wheels |. 
and pulled up just in the middle of }' 


| the road. The rollers, by a quick dash, 
| caught their wheels and safely rounded 
the wagon and horse with a foot to 
spare. 

‘The men were obliged literally to put 
their shoulders to the wheels on por- 
tions of the return trip from the bridge, 
but were constantly encouraged by 
shouts of the fast-increasing gallery. 
It was 12:34 when they rolled their 
wheels back into the Coliseum.

Dr. David Starr Jordan, Speak- 
ing Against Armament, Says 
Preparedness Brings War. 


NEW TORK, Dec. 5.—Resolutions a4- 
pocating the creation by Congréss ofa 
council! of national defense were adopt- 
ed today by the National Civic VFeder- 
ation at the last day of its conference 


here. The duties of the council would

A few exceptionally successful poultry 
raisera can produce them more cheaply 
tmumn this, but prices are, and must be, 
based upon the average cost of produc- 
tion. 

I @o not ike to see extremely high 
prices for any food product, but in win- 
ter, when eggs are scarce, high prices 
are inevitable. On both coasts, in cities 
like Boston, New York, Ban Francisco 
and Los Angeles, prices of & to 00 cents 
for eggs in winter are now common, but 
the egg producers living near those 
cities are not making an undue profit. 
It costs real money to produce a dosen 
rea] eggs tn winter, especially at current 
high prices for feed. 

The effort of the producer more and 
more should be to get a larger share of 
the price which the consumer pars. 
Bome expense of distribution is neces- 


sary, but it should not be larger than 
necessary. This is self-evident.

Ducks and Chickens. 
Is it too cold at this season of year 
to leave chickens out of doors? Is it 
all right to allow chickens and ducks to 


‘| drink together? Is the following a good 


ration to feed both ducks and chickens, 
equal parts ef wheat bran and corn 
meal, with a little beef scrap, and grain 
feed twice a day’? Is a curtain front 
house suitable for ducks?—A. EL, St. 
Louis. 

It is not usually too cold at this sea- 
gon to allow poultry to run out doors. 
In fact, fowls may be allowed to be out 
most days in this climate. It is good 
for them. They should have protection 
from cold winds. A protected southern 
exposure is good, It is not a good plan 
to compel chickens and ducks to drink 
together. The duck is not cleanly in its 
drinking habits. The ration is not a 
bad one, but I should feed the ducks 
less whole grain than the chickens, or 
none at all. An open front house is all 
right for ducks. 


Roup. 

Whet shall I do when a fowl’s left 
eye gets sore? Firet it gets red, then 
swells out and a white skin forms over 
it. What is a good egg shell producer? 
—Rural Route, St. Louis, 

The symptoms are not quite clear, but 
I think ft is a case of roup. When the 
ease is as bad, as I suppose this ia, I 
should tise the ax ff the fowl is not 
especially valuable Some commercial 
roup cures which oan be obtained at 
your poultry supply house are good. I 
have frequently recommended perman- 
ganate of potash tn these columns. 


Wash thoroughly with a strong solu- 
tion. Also immerse the fowl's head in 


the solution twice daily. Put enough 
permanganate of potash in the drinking 
water to color it a claret color. For 
good egg shells, feed a good ration and 
see that the birds have plenty of oyster 


shells and grit. 


Ranney Ducks. 

I have some runner ducks that are 
eight months old, and have not laid. 
The woman who sold them to me told 
me not to feed corn, but to feed potato 
peelings, etc., which I cook for them. 
They also get oyster shells. Should 
they have grit in addition? Should they 
not lay at this age if fed properly ?— 
B. B., Salem, Il 

The ration you name is a good one. 
I have recommended a similar one ,on, 


sand to your mash. Be sure there is 
plenty of g90d water near the feeding 
place. The ducks should lay at eight 
months but don’t get impatient, If 
they are good runners, they will prob- 
ably make up for the lost time after 


they get started.

You 
feed well, perhaps too liberally for 
mature fowls. I should feed dry 
mash and grains instead of wet 
mash, Twice a day is often enough, 
except the green stuff at noon.

Poultry Show Calendar 
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Fattening Chickens 


Is an Easy Process 


Birds Increase in Weight Rap- 
idiy When Shut Up and 

Properly Fed. 

In going through the city meat shops 
or markets where dressed poultry is 
sold, it is surprising to note the large 
per cent of birds that are lean, or at 
best only half fat. One cannot heip 
wendering why fowis should be sent to 
market in this condition, when but a 
few days extra feeding would not only 
have put on additional weight result- 
ing in more profits, bat it would also 
have made the birds more saleable. No 
matter whether the buyer likes chicken 
grease or not, he or she will always 
pasa by the lean, bony carcass if there 
is @ plump, well-rounded fowl to be 
had. 

One feature of poultry raising that 
farm poultrymen especially are siow to 
learn, is the fact that 10 days or two 
weekw full feeding will do wonders 
with a lean bird, toward putting it into 
market condition. Few other living 
things will put on weight so rapidly, 
in preportion to size, as will a ehicken. 
Poultry buyers appreciate this possibil- 
ity and thousands of odds and ends 
from farm poultry yards are gathered 
up every year, put in small coops, fed 
heavily on fattening feed for about two 
weeks; and then sold on the market for 
from & to 100 per cent or more above 
what was paid for the birds in the first 
place. 

There is no special knack or secret in 
fattening market poultry, in fact few 
other clag sof stock may be fattened 
with so little trouble. Small coops or 
crates where the birds cannot be too 
free in running and flying about, thus 
reducing weight through exercise, 
should first be provided. Then let them 
have plenty of corn meal, middlings and 
skimmilk or buttermilk mixed up in a 
sloppy mash, so they can eat great 
quantities of it without choking, as is 
the case with a dry or crumbly mash. 
However, this is not intended to mean 
that this wet feed should be kept be- 
fore the birds by the trough or dish- 
ful all the time. The bette way is to 
feed just as much as thé>~ birds - will 
clean up readily, and repeat this sev- 
eral times a day. They chould never 
have so much that they will leave part 
ef it after eating their fin.

Arrangements and. Equipment 
Represent Best Features of 
World’s Leading Hospitals. 


The City Isolation Hospital, con- 
struction of‘which is under way, and 
the estimated cost of which is $1,- 
000,000, will comprise a remarkable 
group of buildings. The site is at the 
southwest corner of Arsenal. street 
and. Sublette avenue, and is. 900 
feet square, with a frontage of about 
@ block and a half on Arsenal street, 
between the infirmary and the sani- 
tarium. 

The plans are the result of much 
investigation on the part of the Hos- 
pital Commissioner, Dr. Cleveland H. 
Shutt, both at home and § abroad. 
They comprise many of the best fea- 
tures of other notable hospitals, and; 
in addition, several original ideas. 

All the infectious diseases, except- 
ing smallpox, will be’ treated in this 
institution. 

The general principle governing the 
arrangements of the institution is 
that persons suffering from a similar 
disease will be isolated completely 
from those suffering from other dis- 
eases. Also those suffering from the 
same disease in different stages will 
be isolated as much as possible, 

The principles of isolation are 
adapted from the principles of sur- 
gical cleanHness. Diphtheria, measles 
and scarlet fever will be handled in 
three wards or “V’’ shaped buildings, 
and the fourth, arranged for sectional 
isolation, will handle a number of the 
less severe and infrequent diseases. 
Private rooms will be provided_ in 


éach building. 
Playgrounds, Fresh Air and Sunshine. 


The doctors and employes will be 
domiciled in the building to which 
they are assigned, and live in small 
cottages located immediately in front 
of the building to which they are at- 
tached, and connected to it by an 
open cloister. 


district is at hand and several good | 
transactiong are to be made soon. 


Commodious sun parlorg will be 


constructed at each end of the wards 
and in addition a playground with a 
small shelter house will be Arranged 
in the “V” of each building. Conval- 
escent children accordingly, will be 
isolated, and at the same time will 
have plenty of freedom for fresh air 
and sunshine. 

No porter or general employe will 
be permitted to enter any of the 
buildings further than a service room 
at one side of the main entrance. 
Here all food and linens will be de- 
livered and all soiled linen and uten- 
sils will be removed after thorough 
sterilization. The chinaware anda 
linen ‘for each — building 
marked with a color designating the 
building in which it is to be used. 

In such an institution there is a 
great necessity for facilities to iso- 
late cases of doubtful diagnosis. For 
this purpose the central or observa- 
tion building is designed. 

Sixteen Hospitals Under One Roof. 

It is in reality 16 separate little hos- 
pitals under one roof, arranged with a 
complete air or corridor space around 
each unit. Each unit is so designed 
that a patient or an entire family can 
be isolated, together :with a nurse, in 
a.small room adjoining if necessary. 
Patients will, of course, remain in these 
rooms only until a certain diagnosis 
can be made, then they will be for- 
warded to the building in which their 
disease is treated. 

All patients coming to .the hospital 
will be received in a special receiving 
building, closely connected with the ob- 
servation building. If the diagnosis 
is certain the patient will be wheeled 
through the cloisters to the proper 
building. Otherwise he will be placed 
in one of the isolation units in the 
observation building until the diagnosis 
can be made. The observation building 
will be in constant use for such pur- 
poses. 

The center building in front is the 
administration building, where will re- 
side the superintendent -and resident 
physician, the superintendent of nurses, 
the druggist and other employes, Here 
will be located the general offices,

The center building. in the back- 
ground, which will be for commissary 
and kitchen purposes, will also house 
the male and female employes not em- 
ployed directly in any of the oiher 
buildings. The entire institution will 
be connected by telephone and signal 
service. 


The best authorities state that in- 
fectious diseases are transmitted only 
by contact, either directly with the per- 
son or with some object which has 
come in contact with the diseased per- 
son. The public will be definitely pro- 
tected, since no’ patient will get. fiur- 
ther from the building than- in the in- 
closed playground of each building, and 
the entire group of buildings will be sur- 
rounded with an ornamental and non- 
climbdble fence.. 


Since a public funeral] eannot be held 
for persons dying of infectious diseases 
(unless special and rather expcnsive 
arrangements are made a special mor- 
tuary has been designed. The plan is 
so arranged that the body can be Kept 
in a refrigerator until the friends or 
the relatives decide its burial, then it 
can ‘be removed to a special preparation 
room, where it will be wrapped in a 
cloth saturated with a special chem- 
ical and then placed in a casket, which 
will be closed and fumigated in the 
room,

N a big iron gate, as I was entering the Yale cam- 
pus yesterday, I saw this sign:

Book Agents, Solicitors for any kind of business, 

Newsboys, Bootblacks and persons other than 

welcome visitors are hereby prohibited. from 

entering these premises under the penalty of 
the law. 

‘“‘That means me,’’ I said to myself; but | 
walked in. Nobody would know it meant me— 
people go by clothes, mostly—and I slid through 
and wandered around under the elms and gazed 

at the statue of Nathan Hale and read in the library and sat on The Fence 
and generally did as I liked. (To be accurate, I did not strictly sit on The 
Fence. That would have been getting too much for ndthing, considering 
who I was and all; but I leaned against it respectfully.) 

In the library, as I was slipping about, feeling a little guilty, of 
course, with all that imtellectual grandeur around me, but comfortable 
and safe and anonymous, one of the librarians called me by name and 
asked if he could do anything for me. 

I got away im a minute. It made me vaguely unhappy. He wouldn't 
have wanted me there after all—not if he knew, I 
thought. Im his heart of hearts, if he knew, he would

‘*‘ALL PEDDLERS, SECOND-HAND CLOTHING 
DEALERS, NEWSBOYS, BOOK AGENTS’’— | 

I thought of it as I came back throught the big 
gate. y 
‘That sign means you!’’ I said to myself. ‘‘You 
know it. Yale College does not want a man like you, 
an unaecounted for, unclassified person, a kind of 
slicked-up outlaw, or spiritual cowboy—a man with 
nobedy baek of him and without a license—just toting 
his own little ideas around—on the premises.’’ 

I did not like to admit this about Yale College, or 
rather about me-——whichever it is, but it ts necessary. 

Take any man today who is trying to interrupt 
or get before people what is new in his time, and put 
him in the middle of the Yale College campus and let 
him try with his new little idea under his arm to ring 
one doorbell after the other on those great, proud 
front doors of All Knowledge on the Yale campus and 
he would: be taken for a book agent. 

Jim Donnelly would shoo him off. 

The question I would put to the reader today is 
this: How should a man who is by temperament an 
Interrupter, and who really has to be, and who ex- 
pecta to be shooed, feel and act while he is being 
shoeed? In other words, what is a good, practical, 
wearing philosophy for a book agent? We are all of 
us beok agents in a way, those of us who are interested 
in ideas and in the world, and in getting our ideas 
slid in. People are always taking us for beok agents 
and shooimg us. ;

~  _ Here is mime. I put down these rules for myself or for anybody for 


what they are worth. 
:, Drop bothering about being a book agent and face 
I say to myself: - ‘‘I am a book agent. It’s all I ever was 
or ever will be! All I hope to be is a good one before I die. ’ My business 
is peddling ideas that people know they don’t want. I am spending and 
propose to spend my life in interrupting people, in breaking in with what 
good manners I have, or bad manners they may think I have, upon all in- 
stitutionalized, comfortable le, the people who have locked up the 
great bronze front doors of their minds, and pulled down the curtains, and 
are sitting by the fire in their slippers. I face this fact and get on with 
it as well as I ean. Toward the life around me, toward the big, severe, 
forbidding front door of my country, I am a book agent at heart; and, ex- 


cept that 1 don’t propose to be sent around to the back door by anybody

with an apron or a degree on, I have a book agent’s 
soul. I pull the bell. I hear it ringing through 
the halls, without fear and with deep joy! ‘‘Let 
them come on!’’

Getting people to want ideas they don’t want 
is hike any other kind of salesmanship. All really 
successful business consists in interrupting people. 

As it 1s a matter of interest to nearly everybody | 
have thought I would specify two or three practical 
aids in the art of interrupting. 

FIRST—The thing that has to be got right first, im an interruption, 
ig, its soul or spirit. The soul of an interruption is the way one feels to- 
ward people while one is interrupting them. One must wait before in- 
terrupting until one gets this feeling right. It should run as a kind of 
humming accompaniment or obligato underneath one’s words while one is 
doing it: ‘‘THESE PEOPLE I AM INTERRUPTING WANT TO BE IN- 
TERRUPTED. THEY MERELY DON’T KNOW IT, AND HAVEN’T 
MENTIONED IT.’’ 

SECOND—One has to believe in interrupting, to 
know how to do it. It’s a kind of religion. Every 
new value im this world is an interruption. To believe 
in interruption is to believe im the law of life. 

A young onion coming up in a field is an interrup- 
tion. 

A new baby is an interruption. 

THIRD—One must take shooing and waiting as a 
matter of course. If it were net for the shooing, in- 
terruption would not be an art, and if it were not for 
the waiting it would not be a religion. One must keep 
sensitive. Like any other salesman one must always 
hope one is not gomg to be shooed and never be aston- | 
ished if one is.- When one gets one’s reward one can 

enjoy it, and when one does not, one can enjoy think- 
ing how one is going to enjoy it. 

One would like, for imstance, to be let in with 
honors on the Yale campus. I could not help thinking 
of this sadly as I walked slowly out at last past. the 
great gate and past the book agent sign. The only way 
I could ever be got fn on the Yale campus would be 
as a statue. 

A statue of a man who once had an idea is always 
in good form. 

Churehes and colleges run to statues of men who 
have interrupted them. Bronze radicals, and revolu- 
tionists in granite, are much sought after, and are seen 
everywhere in great glory in all the citadels and cathe- 
drals of the Smooth and the Finished, in the most 
massive fortress of the Unchangeable. Westminster 
Abbey has mobs of men who have interrupted it—men 
who have even said Pooh! to it—standing around on 
the floor everywhere about the place perfectly at ease 
and im natural, graceful attitudes, as if they had 

| _been born and brought up there. All that can be 
demanded of an interruption is that, like a new baby, it shall, after a dis- 
creet interval—say ten days, or a hundred years—make people love it and 
forgive it:

Somehow it coesn’t seem consistent for 
a real, learned, highbrow to express his thoughts in the 
language of Irvin 8. Cobb or the spontaneous freshness of an 
O. Henry. In spite of these peccadilloes, however, it must 
be admitted that professionally Dr. Hutchinson is “the goods,” 
so that his book is all the more welcome. 

Every old-timer may be expected to arise and dissent when 
the author announces that “Strange as it may seem, we have 
no proof of the origin of a single new disease since the dawn 
of recorded history.’ One can almost hear reverberating the 
old-timers’ chorus that the world is growing weaker and 
wiser; that we of the present are not as strong or as long- 
lived as the men of the good old days, before appendicitis 
was heard of or anyone dreamed that the pituitary gland had 
any effect upon the stature. In so doing the old-timers are 
just making the opening the doctor has been waiting for. 
One can almost see him wink his off eye as he spits on his 
hards, seizes Samson’s ancient weapon and wades in among 
the Philistines. Before he is through with them he makes 
the ranks of the old-timers resemble the survivors of the 
latest charge at Ypres. 

He takes Bright's disease, for instance. The alarmists

Then he clears the decks for action against the good-old- 
days boys, who are continually harping upon the degeneracy 
vf these modern times and are perpetually pulling out the 
tremolo stop when they reminisce of the sturdy age of our 
sires. Incidentally he takes a fall out of our pet theories 
that our wracking, quick-lunch, hurry-up American manner 
of life is threatening the race with extinction.. 

‘‘We may be degenerate,’? he declares, “but there is no valid 
evidence of the fact. In fact, all such data and records as 
we have point in exactly the opposite direction. The human 
race is still steadily moving upward, as it has always done 
from the days of the jelly-fish and the sea-sqyuirt. * * * 
Such data as we can secure are practically ail on one side, 
and that, most unexpectedly, shows a steady and well-marked 
improvement in every respect—physical, mental and moral — 
for the last century. The only apparent exceptions are a 
declining birth rate, an increasing divorce rate and an ap- 
parent increase in certain classes of crime, all of which, how- 
ever, we share with all civilized countries.”

NE of the menaces of the cheap 
dance hail, often inveighed 
against by clergymen and moral 
ists, is the presence of an offi 

cial whose function it is to find partners 
for unatiached young women, almost in 
variably from among young men with 
whom they have not the _ slightest 
acquaintance. 

Amazing to state. this custom has now 
extended to the most gilded temples of 
the dance in New York—the very fash- 
ionable hotels—where a new. type of 
woman, called the Official Introducer, 
will present without question any young 
man, whose clothes and manner meet her 
approval, to the wealthy and idle women, 
infatuated with the modern dances, who 
every afternoon throng the costly ‘thes 
dansant.” 

It is a national boast that in the 
United States we have no men of leisure, 
such as were found in London or Paris 
or Berlin before the war. Most of our 
men are at business until long after 
the thes dansant hours. Where do they 
come from, then, these idle dancing men 
who are weicomed as partners by bored 
and jaded women of fortune, but whom 
they would never meet socially in their 
own homes? Thereby hangs a tale of 
astounding indiscretion on the part of 
the women, and also of not infrequent 
bluckmail on the part of the men.

ESPITE her foreign reputation for uncon- 
ventionality, the average New York 
woman of social standing is a stern stick- 
ler for the conventions. Travelers 
familiar with Paris, London, Vienna and 
Berlin will tell you that even the frivol- 
ous women here do not flirt in an open, 

conspicuous way. It is harder to make chance ac- 
quaintances in Manhattan that in any other great world 
city. 

Then how do the general run of male frequenters of 
the tea dances contrive introductions to the women of 
standing upon whom they not seldom prey? How is the 
gap bridged? The key to the method lies in an obscure 
and deftly worded advertisement in a column that pre- 
sumably is read by a large number of women. it 
reads: 

“An interesting feature of the dancing will be the 
presence of number of young women who, at the 
discretion of Mme. ————, will be introduced to men 
looking for partners.” 


This simple oficr of hospitality occurred in a reference 
to the matinee dances of one of New York’s large and 
luxurious hotels. Unquestionably it was made with the 
knowledge of the management, doubtless in accordance 
with a prevailing custom. 

Now let us begin our round of the tango teas. It is 5 
@' clock of a perfect fall day. Motor cars and taxicabs 
are buzzing along Fifth Avenue and Broadway, many 
of them filled with women gowned and bonneted in 
the latest modes. Foliowing to one of the focal points 
of this procession, we find the machines piling up in 
front of a garish Broadway entrance. Their femi- 
nine cargoes trip through the hotel’s deserted dining 
room, enter an elevator and stream into a balcony 
room. 

The women, with few exceptions, are smartly dressed 
--of the luxurious, exotic type one sees at Palm Beach 
in February or at Atlantic City or Long Beach later. 
Many wear expensive jewelry. Everywhere their spark- 
ling eyes glitter with vivid expectancy. 

This Temple of the Danee, like most others of its 
kind, consists of a square of marble or highly polished 
bardwood, about which tables are grouped. The at- 
tendant servitors are waiters, whose duty it is to see 
that the libations of the worshipers are frequent and 
expensive. Tea is rare; highballs or fancy alcoholic 
drinks are everywhere, the fancier the better, because 
more costly. 

As we pause to get our bearings, we cannot help no- 
ticing a tall, lissome blonde who stands near a pil- 
lar and gives us a subtle look of appraisal.

HENEVER Nat Goodwin isn't talking 
about his matrimonial adventures in 
his memoirs, just published, he is 
delightfully interesting. He is in- 
teresting, of course, when he gives 
details of his marriages to five beau- 
tiful women, but not always delight- 

fully se. It’s a different matter when he is merely 
giving his recollections of more than 40 years of the 
American stage. Then his story sparkles with wit and 
glows with good humor. [It is flavored with pertinent 
anecdote. It gives friendly, intimate and hitherto un- 
published recollections of men and women who have 
entertained the American public for considerably more 
than half a century. Once in a great while, a bit of 
bad temper intrudes—how could it be otherwise with 
the temperamental Goodwin?—and it only serves to 
make the superabundance 
of lovableness and cordiality 
the more welcome. “Nat 
Goodwin’s Book’ (Badger), 
probably will endure as a 
catalog of the human in 
many of the country’s most 
noted players.

This 
took every line out of my head, and I simply stood 
there and gasped. The young ledy contemplated 
me for a moment and cried “You shall net!” Then 
she rushed off, leaving me transfixed. From each 
side of the stage I could hear “Come off! Come 
off’’ But I seemed paralyzed and could not stir. At 
last the lights went out, the scene was changed 
and when I came to I found myself in the property 
room with two or three gentlemen in red flannel 
shirts throwing water into my face.

When Robson—called in the book “the best Sha'spear- 
ean clown of modern times”—saw Goodwin, the resem- 
blance to Craig overwhelmed him. He sat in a box and 
watched the boy go through his stunts. Before he left 
the rehersal Goodwin had been engaged for a part in 
Robson's play. 

As part of his work he was required to give the imi- 
tations. The audience was so pleased that it made vo- 
ciferous demands for an imitation of Robson. Goodwin 
refused and ran off stage. The crowd kept yelling “Rob- 
son.” Finally Robson told the boy to “go back and give 
the villain’s hell.” He went on and repeated a scene 
Robson and another had just finished, changing his 
voice from Robson’s squeak to the other man's bass as 
the roles demanded. The applause was so deafening that 
Rohson wee compelled to lead Goodwin before the cur-

From that time on Goodwin's career led him success- 
fully from vaudeville and buriesque to the legitimate, te 
the rank of star of the first magnitude and to the po- 
sition of producer, bringing him fortune as well as fame. 
Even chance favored him at one time when he appeared 
to have come to an impasse. 

It was after his marriage to Eliza Weathersby. At

a financial success that Goodwin offered Benjamin 
Wolfe $1000, on delivery of the manuscript, of a new 
play. The manuscript came C. O. D. at a time when the 
Geodwin purse was empty and things looked very black 
indeed. In despair Nat hunted up two friends, one a 
Judge and one a gambler. They were in fimanciail straits 
but, between them, dug up $100 and gave him the money. 

“My gambler friend,” says Goodwin, “suggested that 
I take the hundred dollars, go upstairs into a faro game 
in which he had a slight interest and try to win out. I 
reasoned that the hundred was of no use to me and de- 
termined to take a chance. I went into the gambling 
It won. 
I let it stay and it won again, giving me $400. I asked 
for a chair and then sat down. In ten minutes I had 
$1150. I immediately returned the hundred dollar loan, 
bought Eliza a bunch of lilacs, her favorite flower, went 
to the express office and returned home with the much 
coveted manuscript.” 

The play was “Hobbies” and proved the first big suc- 
cess of Goodwin's career. He and his wife appeared in 
it for four years and it netted them a fortune. And all 
because a dealer happened to put a certain card on one 
stack instead of another! 

Theater goers will probably derive more pleasures out 
of Goodwin's reminiscences of famous players than out 
of any other part of the book. He declares his first 
great idol was William War- 
ren, whom he dubs “the 
greatest comedian that ever 
lived.” When he was a boy 
in Boston his first moment 
of bliss was when Warren's 
hat blew off as he was rid- 
ing through a street and 
Goodwin was enabled to re- 
cover it and return it to the 
actor. 

Goodwin was also. tre- 
mendously fond of Stuart 
Robson. He tells many in- 
teresting anecdotes of this 
great player, whose squeaky 
voice has delighted thou- 
zands. Once Robson in a 
moment of jest promised his 
coachman $5000 if he won 
the heart and hand of a 
certain lady. Six years 
later the coachman tri- 
“The man who conevived UMmphantly led the lady to 

the syndicate.” the altar and reminded 

Robson of the promise. Rob- 

son immedsately sent him a check for $4,999, deducting 

$1 for an advance he made at the time of the original 
promise. Immediately afterwards Robson disappeared. 

“His daughter and | finally located him,” Goodwin re- 
lates, ‘‘with a few convivial friends in the hotel bar at 
Hingham. He quietly called us to one side and asked 
the dauzhter if she bad delivered the check. She an- 
swered: ‘Yes, papa, I gave him the check.’ Rob asked, 
‘How did he take it?’ His daughter replied: ‘Papa, he 
cried. ‘How long did he cry?’ asked Rob. ‘About a 
minute,’ she replied. ‘That's nothing,’ said Rob, ‘when | 
signed it I cried an hour.’ 


Of Sir Henry Irving, Goodwin says, he thinks the 
great English player had a wider knowledge than any 
man he ever met in the theatrical world. Irving was 
famed for a certain dry wit. Ohe time a bore declared 
he was so weary of the world that he'd like to live in a 
shack on a desert island. “Why not try one of the 
Scilly Islands?” Irving retorted. 


Maurice Barrymore, Goodwin classifies as the most 
effulgent man he ever met, a man with a brain that 
scintillated sparks of wit that Charles Lamb or Byron 
might envy. Barrymore had produced a sex play in 
Hammerstein’s theater in which the acoustics were very 
poor. When Lackayée denounced the play as gross and 
immoral, Barrymore) quietly remarked: ‘But you fail 
to realize, my dear/Lactaye, that Hammerstein's is a 
theater where one may be obscene and not heard.” 


While expressing the greatest love for Joseph Jeffer- 
son, Goodwin laments that his career had accomplished 
nothing worth while for the drama: that Jefferson never 
produced an original play, built or leased a theater, or 
created a character. ‘Irving,’ says Goodwin, “who died 
almost penniless and who invested thousands of dollars 
im an earnest endeavor te uphold the drama, Lawrence 
Barrett and dear Edwin Booth, who lost a million in 
erecting a temple of art. only te see hig name chiseled 
out by a dry goods estalishment—these were truly great 
men.”’ 

Peter Dailey, whom he calls a “sunny son of some- 
time,” was very close to Goodwin's heart. He pays high ~ 
tribute to Dailey's memery. He speaks very kindly alse 
of Charlie Hoyt although they once had a serious quar- 
rel. One night Hoyt had two tickets to Goodwin's “Na- 
than Hale,” and begged a friend to accompany him. The 
friend refused and, when pressed for a reason, declared 
he didn't like Goodwin. ‘Well, come along,” said Hoyt. 
“You are sure to enjoy this play for they hang Nat in the 
last act.” 

The author tells an amusing anecdote of Charles 
Thorne Sr. and Charies Thorne Jr. when they were play- 
ing a Scotch drama, “Roderick Dhu,” at Niblo’s garden 
in New York.

NE is so prone to think of 

Germany as straining 

every nerve of its nation- 

al being to cope with its 

mighty foes on either side, 

that for a moment there 

is surprise to find, in peri- 

odicals just arriving in St. Louis, that in 

this beleaguered nation editors are still 

writing copiously, illustrators are mak- 

ing their drawings by the hundreds and 

that particularly, in the hours of terrific 

stress, there is an unprecedented out- 

burst of humor—much of it rough, to be 

sure, and rather of the “gallows” variety 

—expressed in endless verse, prose and 

eartoons. Yet, such could only have been: 

expected from the boundless energy of 
the German race. 

German humor is, of course, not Ameri- 
ean humor. It is more elaborate and 
heavy—and also now that the nation is 
at war and is animated with bitter hatreds 
—at times cruder and more brutal than 
American taste would welcome. As an 
example of the jest panderous there is 
this from the Meggendorfer-Blaetter: 

“As in all other occupations, the En- 
glish wish to drive the Germans from the 
field in the toy industry and particularly 
in the manufacture of dolls. By Christ- 
mas at the latest, it is said, it will be 
possible to buy strictly British dolls, 
whereas formerly only German dolls 
could be obtained. But another difficulty 
has arisen: they can get no eyes for the 
dolis. With sorrow it is admitted that 
no one in England knows the first thing 
about making glass eyes.” 

After this solemn preparation, now 
comes the point of the joke, which per- 


‘haps does not seem worth the trouble: 


“The English may be at ease. We can 
offer them the firmest assurance that in 
e very short time they will be making 
eves enough.” 

The German satirists have much of 
their best fun at the expense of the ex- 
aggerated bulletins of victory with which 
the allies flooded the world during the 
first few weeks of the war. Simplicissi- 
mus has run a series of cartoons called 
“English-French News,” illustrating items 
purporting to have been taken from 
French, English and Russian newspapers.

The national temper towards Germany's 
various foes is faithfully reflected by the 
jokesmiths. For France there is a con- 
tempt which is not altogether ill-natured. 
For Servia there is the serene disdain 
of a highly civilized people for a race of 
‘“‘savages,” as when Servian prisoners are 
represented as exclaiming against the 
cruelty of Austria upon learning’ that 
their guards are not taking them out to. 
be shot but to be bathed. For Russia, 
there are many sneers on -the subject of 
‘“‘semi-barbarians,”’ but, as in the case 
of France, they are not always ill-tem- 
pered. 

But against England, the arch-foe, 
there is an outburst of rage, contempt 
and envy almost vitriolic in its fervor. 
John Bull is represented as a plump, pro- 
fane old hypocrite or ag a lanky scare- 
crow in khaki, who is almost always tak- 
ing to his heels -in wild terror of heroic 
Teutons in helmets. 

Meggendorfer-Blaetter represents 
three prisoners, Dimitri Fuselowitsch, 
Jean Coqueliquot and Bob Beefeater, as 
regaling themselves from a flask which 
the Russian had hidden in his clothes. 
“Of course,” says the writer, “had the 
flask belonged to Bob Beefeater, the two 
others would naturally have got noth- 
ing.”’

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air with his left foot that it never came 
down.

ping His Excellency’s very choice cognac 
after dinm\r, “that there is no one who 
can write the secret history of Europe for 
the last few decades.” 

“Is there a secret history to write, then?” I asked, 
with an inflection which did not escape the keen ears 
of my host. 

He removed the stump of his Larranaga from his lips 
and laid his head back to let a cloud of gray smoke es- 
cape towards the ceiling before he replied: 

“Without doubt. It seems only the other day that, 
after more than 20 years’ silence, Prince von Bismarck 
let the world into the secret of his telegram which 
precipitated the Franco-German War. Contemporary 
history is full of similar episodes, which never find 
their way to the ears of that good Baron Reuter. Rest 
assured,” continued His Excellency with severity, “that 
the blatant dogmatism of the European press on these 
subjects is only equaled by its truly pathetic ignorance.” 

“But, M. l’Ambassadeur,’—we were in Paris—‘“surely 
it is impossible for any event of real importance to 
remain concealed? A mere telegram is different!” 

“Not in the least, my dear sir. I will give you “an 
instance.” The Ambassador gazed thoughtfully for a 
few moments at the thin blue smoke line twisting and 
writhing itself out of the burning heart of the cigar 
stump between his fingers. “You remember that sup- 
posed illness long ago of the King of Spain, then but 
a child?” 

“Why, perfectly. But what do you mean by sup- 
posed ?” 

“Merely this, that his young Majesty was no more 
ill at that time than you and I are at this hour. The 
whole of the accounts given to the public were an 
elaborate fiction, designed to cloak a state of things 
which, had the truth become known, would have shaken 
the kingdom to its center. Alfonso XIII had been 
stolen!” 

And, lighting a fresh cigar at the dying stump, the 
Ambassador proceeded to give me the following aston- 
ishing parrative: 

“The difficulty I have in telling you this story arises 
from the fact that I myself happened, by the force of 
eircumstances, to take a prominent part in the discov- 
ery.

“It was several years ago, as you will recollect, that 
the press of Europe was filled with reports of a mys- 
terious illness from which this young monarch was 
said to be suffering.

At the same time the world was 
called upon to admire the maternal solicitude of the 
Queen Regent, who, it was said, in order to nurse her 
son, had shut herself up in his apartments, with only 
two attendants, refraining from all intercourse with the 
rest of the palace while the critical period lasted.

It is well known that the hopes 
of the legitimists had greatly revived on the death of 
Alfonso XII without a male heir, and though their 
schemes received a check by the posthumous birth of 
the present King, the pretensions of Don Carlos to the 
throne have remained a standing menace to the modern 
dynasty.

except food. The only universally reliable ‘bracer’ 
is exercise in the open air and sleeping with your 
windows open, and the only permanent tonics to the 
human body are fresh fruit, red meat and green 
vegetables. 

Exhilarating “tonics,” pain relievers, colic cures, are 
likely to contain alcohol, opium or chloroform and 
should be feared. The only drug to be relied upon to 
Stop a cough within a few hours is opium, which, of 
course, ought not to be ysed. Headache powders con- 
taining acetanilid, phenacetin, antipyrin, very often will 
relieve a headache, and, if people must have a narcotic 
for that purpose, are recommended as being milder and 
less poisonous than opium. It must be remembered. 
however, that these drugs have a deleterious effect. on 
the heart and an overdose or even a moderate dose, 
taken by one whose heart is diseased, may cause death. 


For the teeth we are advised not to vaste money on 
expensive dentrifices or to endanger the enamel with 
pumice stone scouring. If one will brush the teeth after 
each meal and before going to bed, using cool water in 
which baking soda has been dissolved, one will keep 
them clean and free from tartar. 

Eight-tenths of all colds, Dr. Hutchinson assures us. 
are mild infections which run their course unti) the 
body has time to produce an antitoxine, or antibody, to 
stop their further progress. Nature, under favorable 
circumstances, will cure a cold herself in from four to 
six days, provided she has the Intelligent co-operation

Seale Salt From Air and 
Moisture 


N damp weather the salt in the table 
shaker becomes moist and it is diffi- 
cult to get it to shower out through 
the small holes in the top. To avoid 

this difficulty, John Charles Ross of 
Perth Amboy, N. J., has invented a salt 
shaker that prevents the air from get- 
ting to the salt; thus the salt is kept 
dry and will not clog about the holes in 
the top of the shaker. ~« 

Mr. Ross’ shaker (for which he has 

applied for a patent) may be of glass,

china, metal or any suitable substance. 
Its inside is so-formed as to provide a 
seat for a globular valve, which has a 
stem projecting through the perforated 
top or sifting cover. The valve acts 
automatically by gravity, falling into the 
closed position as soon as the shaker is 
placed upright. Thus it seals the salt 
and protects it against air and moisture. 

The usual motion opens the valve, al- 
lowing the salt to sift out through the 
perforated cover. Refilling is accom- 
plished in the ordinary way, the valve 
lifting out with the cover when this is 
unscrewed. 


Facts About the Feeding 
of Babies 


HERE are certain fundamental 

facts that must be known in 

feeding infants. The first, and 

by far the most important, is 
that there is no substitute for a mother's 
milk. According to Dr. Edward Sher- 
rard Rimer, the next best food to mother’s 
milk is clean, fresh, pure, raw cow's 
milk. 

“Let me emphasize,” he said, ‘the es- 
sentials of wholesome cow’s milk: Clean- 
liness; freshness, not over 24 hours old: 
purity; cold, from cow to consumer.” 

“All milk not above suspicion must 
be sterilized or pasteurized,” he contin- 
ued. “This should be done just before 
feeding—at home—not a day of two days 
before.”’ 

Dr. Rimer warned against most of the 
patent or proprietary foods, saying they 
contained large quantities of starch, a 
food that should never be given to a 
baby until after it is eight months old. 

“Whole milk diluted with barley water 
or oatmeal gruel or plain boiled water, 
meets a majority of the average feeding 
requirements. It is simple, requires lit- 
tle manipulation, and there is nothing 
to be added but sugar.” 

But every baby has its individual re- 
quirements and each must be studied and 
its food modified accordingly. 


Taste Different in Boys 
and Girls 


IRLS have more sensitive taste 
for bitter flavors than boys, and 
boys have a more sensitive taste 
for sweet flavors than girls, ac- 

cording to Dr. G. Cohn, author of a book 
on “Organic Flavoring Materials,” re- 
cently published in Berlin. 

The taste of boys and girls for salti- 
ness is equal. Among adults woman has 
a taste for sweet, bitter and sour that is 
more highly developed than that of man. 
For salty things there is little difference, 
man, if anything, being slightly more 
sensitive than woman.

Fourth Key on French Horn 


Added by St. Louis 


HE French horn is one of the 
most formidable instruments 
in the orchestra as to tech- 
nique, so much so that there 

are only a few great performers on 
the instrument in the world. In an 
attempt to simplify its difficulties, 
Lorenzo Sansone, first French horn: 


of the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra, 
has invented and is playing at this 
season’s concerts an improvement of 
the instrument which he hopes will 
revolutionize French horn playing 
much as did its latest previous modi- 
fication—the addition of keys a cen- 
tury ago. 

The ordinary French horn is what 
is known as a transposing instru- 
ment—that is, it is pitched in the 
key of F instead of C. In addition, 
by pressing a key, its pitch may be 
lowered to B-flat, by which megns the 
lowest notes in its great range of 
four octaves are obtained. When this 
is done, the player must make a sec- 
ond transportation of his notes, which 
is a feat of extraordinary difficulty. 

By adding a fourth key to the 
three already in use, and by length- 
ening the tubing from 16 feet to about 
23, Sansone has removed the necessity 
of changing the key to B-flat, so 
that the horn, from its highest to 
lowest register, is in the uniform 
key of F. To this simplification the 
advantage is added that the fourth

leaders. Only a military man can appreciate what a 
frightful loss it is to an army to have a full sixth of 
its Officers wiped out by death, wounds and capture in 
sec short a period. 

Today it is quite as grave a problem for Lord 
Kitchener to provide trained officers to fill these terrific 
gaps as it is to recruit men for the ranks, and England 
is fully alive to the gravity involved in this awful toll 
of carnage and death. As an earnest of how they feel, 
the officers still left on earth and unwounded have been 
ordered to make themselves as inconspicuous in battle 
as possible. 

“Look precisely like your men!” is the substance of 
the order. 

Great has been the change among the Britishers ac- 
cordingly. They are not the target for the German 
sharpshooters that they were a few brief weeks ago. 
Their lesson is learned. They have found out that in 
each German section are two men provided with field 
glasses whose sole duty it is to pick out officers by their 
accoutrements and tip off the sharpshooters as to whom 
to aim. It’s their business to fool these men with the 
glasses. 

Twenty different things distinguish a British officer 
from his men. Aside from the smarter cut of his uni- 
form he is betrayed by his sword, his open jacket with 
the low collar and the necktie; by his absence of pack 
and his “Sam Browne” belt. His field glasses are also 
a shining mark. Every effort is made to hide these now. 

At the beginning of the war French officers were even 
better targets for the German sharpshooters. The 
greater length of their red trousers due to the absence 


of the long leggings; white gloves, half a dozen different | a 


accoutrements; and the ever- present gold lace—a Gallic 
joy—betrayed the officers to the watchful enemy and so 
they were picked off in droves. Every unit among the 
Germans had its men with the field glasses spying out 
the luckless officers for their doom. 

In one engagement, for example, a single French regi 
ment lost 25 per cent of its officers. Most of them were 
young men, fresh from the military school at St. Cyr, 
and they had taken a vow to go into their first battle 
all spick and span, even to the white gloves. That was 
enough for the men with the field glasses, and the poor 
youths fell in their first fight, victims of their well-in- 
tentioned pride. 

Gen. Joffre thereupon gave orders that white gloves 
were not to be worn by anyone in battle. 

Nevertheless. the percentage of losses among his offi- 
cers continued so high that further inquiry was made 
of talkative prisoners. It was found that 
the German job of picking off the oppos- 
ing officers had been reduced to such a 
science that almost anything betrayed 
the -man of rank from his humbler com- 
rade. The gold stripes on trousers and 
kepis gave away the French officers quite 
as effectual as their gloves. Gen. Joffre supplemented 
his kid glove order with another requiring officers to 
wear the same uniforms as the private soldiers. The 
mortality rate among officers fell some 
more; but it stiili remained far above 
that of the rank and file. Gen. Joffre

Pavlowa eloquent over the reform 
her art has accomplished, re- 
leasing Women from the cen- 


turies long tyranny of stays 


HE modern dance has run a tilt against the 
once unconquerable compress known as a 
corset and has put it to rout. So says 
Mile. Anna Pavlowa, world-famous baller- 
ina, who declares that two years of the 
tango have accomplished more than three 
centuries of crusading in liberating women 
from the torture of tight stays. 

This consummation, long and devoutly wished for, is 
due to two facts, according to the Russian dancer. The 
first is, that it is physically impossible to perform the 
vigorous exertions demanded by modern dances when 
the chest and abdomen are crushed within a corslet of 
metal or bone. The second is that dancing so strenet)h- 
ens the muscles of the torso that the support once re- 
quired from corsets is no longer necessary. 

“I consider the popularity of modern society dancing 
one of the most potent influences for betterment that 
woman has ever known,’ Mile. Pavlowa asserts. “If 
you wish to tango—and nearly every woman does—you 
cannot lace tightly. The corset of today has become 
really nothing more than a girdle, leaving the bust and 
abdomen unconfined. There is no interference with free 
breathing, and the vital organs are not compressed. 

“I reccgnize that some features of present-day ball- 
room dancing may be harmful, but the benefit is great- 
er than the harm. For this reason I am devoting 
a part of my programs this year to exposi- 
tions of social dancing, with the inten- 
tion of showing how the harmful fea- 
tures can be eliminated and only the 
benefits retained. 

“It is simply impossible to dance the 
tango, or any of its allied steps, in a tight 
gown with a tightly laced corset underneath. 

For such dancing free breathing and free 
muscular movements are indispensable. There- 
fore styles are changing, and tight dresses are 
beginning to be looked upon with disfavor. And 
for the girl with the dancing figure, acquired 
only through much dancing, the support of tight 
lacing is not necessary. 

“Some sort of a corset, of course, is necessary to 
make a perfect whole of a woman’s costume. For ex- 
ample, how support the stockings? Go 
back to the thoroughly harmful, circula- 
tion-injuring elastic garter? Never. But 
a corset waist will answer this purpose 
perfectly.

whey wasp-waists were the style; but 
I do not wear tight stays, even when 
taking the character of a grand dame of 
the court of Léuis XIV, when 13-inch waists were the 
fashion.

Society women and 
girls have found it as impossible as we do to fulfill the 
demands of the modern dances and at the same time 
retain a binding compress about their bodies.

Paviowa, has in a trice 
conquered an abuse which has existed for many cen- 
turies. The French declare that the corset was due to 
Isabeau of Bavaria, wife of King Charles VI. She suf- 
fered from spinal curvature and wore a steel frame to 
hold her body erect. The ladies of the court, in their 
sycophantism, adopted armor also, and the corset was 
the result. Catherine di Medici, in her youth, prided 
herself upon her 13-inch girth, and the tiny waist ac-

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quired through jacing by Queen Elizabeth is made fa- 
miliar in her many portraits. Before Isabeau there were 
corsets and museums contain many examples of them. 
In the middle ages they were made of thin metal and 
during the crusades wives vowed never to remove their 
corsets so long as their lords were at the wars with the 
Turks. ’ 

One revolt against the corset occurred under the first 
Empire in France; but this was only a faddish harking 
back to Greek styles and passed away, so that 20 years 
later waists that could be spanned with the hands were 
again the ambition of stylish belles. In the first :lecade 
of the nineteenth century, says Pavlowa, there was an 
organization of desperate males in America with the 
motto: ‘Natural waists or no wives.”’ Now, she says, 
men can get natural waists in their wives without the aid 
of a motto—thanks to modern dancing. 

That unfettered waists, in loose—but, of course, prop- 
erly moulded gowns—have come to stay, is the balleri- 
na's opinion. It is based upon her belief that dancing 
is not a fleeting fad, but will prove a permanent diver- 
sion in society. This, too, she decjares, is a sensible

age, when women realize that eugenics ig not simply a 
thing to talk about, but understand that it is their 
serious duty to keep themselves as physically fit as pos- 
sible. 

In addition to requiring freedom for the lungs to oper- 
ate vigorously, many of the present dances call for bends 
and dips which could not be performed if the torso were 
rigidly encased in a corset. There must be scope for the 
muscles of the waist to move with suppleness and ease, 
or else an otherwise pleasant and beneficial exercise 
would be converted into an ordeal of suffering, if it could 
be performed at all. 

The enemy over which the tango has gained so swift 
and wide-spread a victory is of more venerable sway 
than most persons believe, and has passed, in its evo- 
lution through cruel forms which would be incredible 
if one did not know what sufferings woman hag always 
been willing to offer up on the altar of style. 

Greek and Roman women knew a device for com- 
pressing their waists which was, in some ways, an equi- 
valent of the modern corset. Old Homer tells of Juno 
“wearing a girdle with a hundred fringes,” and those 
who would doubt that these girdles were pulled as 
tightly as stays may read in Terence, the great Roman 
writer of comedies, a description of a belle as “not 


being a young girl like one of our own, whose mother =» , 


compels her to tighten her body so that she may have 
a small waist.” | 

The rest of Europe, receiving this style from the 
Romans, proceeced as 
the centuries went by 
to turn it into a veri- 
table instrument of 
torture. There were 
corsets of stiff un- 
yielding leather, 
cramping the torso in- 
to rigidity. And worse 
still, fashion finally 
dictated a corset of 
metal. Some examples 
are to be seen in the 
Musee Carnavalet in 
Paris. One is made of 
fron cross-bars se“ure- 
ly riveted together. 
Others were forged 
ott of two sheets of 
metal, with holes 
punched to make 
them lighter. 

In the fifteenth cen- 
tury Spain became 
mistress of the world 
and set its fashions. 
Then came into vogue 
the Spanish basquine, 
a long,, tight corset 
made of strong linen 
and fastened to a busk 
of wood or metal. The 
menace to health sup- 
plied by these mon- 
strosities caused Henryill of France to issue an edict 
prohibiting their use. Montaigne, frank old pagan that 
he was, could not forebear a word of admiration at the 
way in which the women voluntarily endured in order 
to be in fashion. “In order to make their bodies Span- 
ish.” he wrote, “what hells will women not suffer!” 

Two centuries ago a writer of the times upon dress,

told of seeing at the Italian opera a singer “whose 


waist was painful to Jook at, for the lower part of her 
figure appeared like the monstrous appendage of a 
wasp, united to her body by a slender ligament.” Even 
in the nineteenth century there was-a Parisian actress 
in the music halls of Bondon with a waist so tiny that 
spectators are said to have been in constant expectation 
that she would snap in two.

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“How Nature Will Reslare 
a Bone That Has Been Lost 


REMARKABLE case of whitiew 

or bone felon, reported to the 

Lancet by Dr. Hughes R. Davies, 

physician to the Spanish and Por- 
tuguese Jews Hospital, London, shows 
what apparent miracles nature performs 
when she gets the chance. 

A felon is an inflammation of the coat- 
ing of the bone of the last joint of a 
finger. Most bones are covered with 
periosteum, but these bones of the finger 
tips have no periosteum, according to 
H. W.. Allingham, the deficiency being 
supplied by the soft tissues of the fin- 
ger. “Consequently,” says Allingham, 
“when an inflammation attacks the tis 
gues it strangulates the vessels running 
in it to the bone, and so cuts off the blood 
supply, and * * * causes the phalanx 
to necrose.” That is to say, the bone 
of the finger tip begins to die. 

Each of these bones is in two parts 
until about the twentieth year, when they 
unite. The lower part begins like a 
cushion between the body of the bone and 
the joint; this is called the epiphysis. 
When the bone dies and sloughs away; 
as it often does in serious felon, the 
epiphysis remains behind. 

On Feb. 6 last a bootmaker, aged 57, 
consulted Dr. Davies about a felon on the 
tip of the middle finger of his right hand, 
probably caused by a wound from a sep- 
tic nai] in the sole of a boot. Dr. Davies 
lanced the finger deeply and widely. The 
inflammation continued to spread: the 
finger nail seemed doomed, and the doc- 
tor was tempted to amputate the finger. 
Fortunately, he waited. 

The wound eontinued to suppurate pro- 
fuse.y until March 2, when Dr. Davies 
inserted a forceps and took hold of the 
bone. This came away easily. The 
swelling subsided; ‘the nail became 
heafthy, but the discharge continued. On 
May 8, two small pieces of necrosed bone 


came away. The wound at once began to 
heal.

at the base. An X-ray photograph, taken 
on July 4, showed that a new bone was 
growing and that ossification was pro- 
gressing rapidly, having apparently start- 
ed from the epiphysis. By Oct. 4, when 
a second X-ray photograph was taken, 
the bone was almost-~perfect, the only 
cefect being a deficiency im symmetry at 
the tip, probably due to the intense in- 
flammatory destruction of the tissues at 
that point in the early stages of the 
felon. 

Dr. Davies presents this case to show 
“what nature, guided, can perform; and 
also as a warning that a too-hurried use 
of thé scalpel is not always desirable.” 


What Worry Is, How It 
Makes Us Sigh and Turn Pale 


ORRY affects the whole body, 
? making us sigh, turn pale, go 
into a “cold sweat’ and feel 


utterly depressed. These are 
physiological effects of a purely psychie 
cause. How they are produced is ex- 
plained in the Medical Record’ by Dr. 
Erle D. Forrest of Tuft’s College Medical 
School: 

“The physical manifestations of worry 
in general may be said to be: depression 
of respiration, sighing, disturbances in 
rate and force of. heart beat, vasomotor 
changes, disturbances in secretion, pal- 
lor, cold extremities, relaxation and de- 
creased mobolity of the alimentary tract, 
dilation of the pupil, loss of weight, in- 
somnia and general physical exhaustion.” 

Dr. Forrest says that in every imdivid- 
ual’s brain there is a limited quantity of 
nervous energy stored up. It seems to 
rest in the chromatin granules of the 
nerve cells, for any liberation of nervous 
energy results in a physiological degen- 
eration of these granules and consequent- 
ly of the cells themselves. Any prolonged 
discharge of nervous energy diminishes 
by so much the amount left in the brain 
cells. 

This is just what takes place in worry. 


Through mental overaetivity discharges 
of nervous energy to all parts of the body 
take place through the spinal cord and 
the sympathetic system. Normally, such 
action is followed by gradual regenera- 
tion; but in worry no opportunity for 
such regeneration is given. 
Overstimulation of the sympathetic 
nerves causes decreased activity of such 
nerves as those of the eye, which brings 
about dilation of the pupil. Depression 
of the vagus, phrenic and_ intercostal 
nerves decreases .the ‘rate of breathing. 
“The sigh, so often observed in worried 
individuals, is simply a very deep inspira- 
tion, which. occasionally takes place to 
compensate for what would otherwise be 
insufficient oxygenation of the blood.” 
The peripheral blood vessels become 
constricted, preducing pallor. The secre- 


‘tions are often reduced in amount, pro- 


ducing dry movwth and lips. If the sym- 
pathetic nerves be severely stimulated 
there will be bn increased secretion in 
spite of the diminished bleod supply, and 
this is manifested in the “cold sweat.” 

Dr. Forrest advances these as theories, 
remarking that there is an enormous field 
still open for further scientific investiga- 
tion.

Foot and Mouth Disease, 
Its Symptomology and Danger 


OOF and mouth disease, the epi- 
demic of which in many parts of 
the United States has caused such 


a sensation in the last few weeks, 


is thus described by the Journal of the 
American Medical Association: 


“It is an acute, highly infectious dis- 
ease, which oecurs chiefly in cattle, sheep, 
goats and swine, though other animals 
such as the horse and dog, as well as 
certain wild animals, are attacked also, 
and it may affect human beings. In 
animals it is characterized especially by 
the eruption of vesicles in the mouth and 
on the feet. 


“In cattle the incubation period aver- 
ages from three to five days, whereupon 
a moderate fever with loss of appetite 
and other general symptoms sets in. In 
two or three days small blisters appear 
on the lining of the mouth, and now 
the fever usually subsides. At the same 
time one or more feet may show tender- 
ness and swelling of the skin, seon ves- 
icles form here also and the animal goes 
lame, 

“Usually the milk is altered and re 
duced in quantity; blisters and ulcers 
may form on the udder. There is marked 
loss of weight, as the animals do not 
eat because of the pain. In this, the 
ordinary form, in which the death rate 
is very small except among the young, 
the symptoms fade away in from 10 to 


20 days or so, except when complicating 
local secondary infections delay recovery. 
There are also severe forms with exten- 
sive infection of the respiratery tract 
and gastro-intestinal inflammation which 
frequently end in sudden death. 

“The cause of the disease is present 
in the contents of the vesicles, the dis 
charges from the ulcers, the saliva, the 
milk, etc., but as a rule not after the 
tenth day. It is stated that animals 
having had the disease may carry the 
virus for months. Any susceptible 
species may infect any other susceptible 
species. 

“Contamination of fodder, of stalls, 
of feeding and drinking troughs, of milk 
and milk products and of the hands and 
clothes of drovers serve to spread the 
disease, which often travels over wide 
stretches of country with remarkable 
rapidity, as shown by the present out- 
break. 

“The disease may affect human beings, 
especially children, being transmitted by 
milk from diseased cows (experimentally 
verified) and by butter and cheese made 
from such milk as well as_ through 
wounds and in other ways. While the 
course usually is favorable an epidemic 
described by Siegel had a mortality of 
8 per cent. The manifestations are fever, 
digestive disturbances and vesicular erup- 
tion on the lips, the oropharyngeal lin- 
fac.”
